Unity  of  Sciences 

ROYAL  SOCIETY  PRESIDENTIAL  ADDRESS 

DESPITE  the  vast  and  labyrinthine 
sphere  of  the  sciences  there  was- more 
structural  unity  today  than  before,  said 
Professor  Sir  Cyril  Hinshelwood  in 
his  presidential  address  to  the  Royal 
Society  in  London  on  November  30. 
Lines  of  demarcation  were  gradually 
vanishing  and  the  fusion  of  the  biologi- 
cal and  physical  sciences  occurred  in 
many  places.  The  interpretation  of 
nerve  action  in  terms  of  the  flow  of 
electrically-charged  atoms  into  and  out 


from  the  nerve  fibre,  of  events  in  the 
brain  as  patterns  in  space  and  time  of 
nerve-cell  activity,  and  the  analogies 
drawn  between  the  working  of  the  brain 
and  electronic  calculators,  were  ex- 
amples which  compelled  the  simultan- 
eous study  of  widely  different  fields  of 
science.  Commenting  upon  the  adapta- 
tion of  cells  to  changed  conditions  and 
the  appearance  of  drug  resistance  in 
bacteria,  Sir  Cyril  Hinshelwood  said 
that  "  in  spite  of  some  alarm,  such 
mechanisms  of  cell  adjustment  need  not 
be  in  any  conflict  with  valid  principles 
of  genetics." 

Price  Maintenance 

CHAMBER    OF   TRADE  CONFIDENT 

THE  coming  into  being  of  the  Restric- 
tive Trade  Practices  Act  has  given 
"  solid  grounds  for  confidence  that  trad- 
ing conditions  will  settle  down  on  lines 
of  greater  stability  than  in  the  past," 
states  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade 
in  a  recent  report  to  its  members.  It 
is  hoped,  says  the  report,  that  manu- 
facturers acting  on  their  own  or  with 
the  co-operation  of  trade  associations, 
will  not  be  involved  in  continuous  and 
expensive  litigation  in  enforcing  rights 
under  section  25  of  the  Act.  It  is  sure 


that  the  deterrent  effect  of  a  few  cases 
against  selected  price  cutters  will  avoid 
the  threat  of  a  return  to  the  "  bad  old 
days  "  before  the  era  of  price  protection. 

Theft  of  Tragacanth 

POLICE  SEEK  INFORMATION 

TWO  wooden  cases  of  gum  tragacanth 
were  stolen  from  a  barge  on  the  River 
Thames  at  Rotherhithe  between  Novem- 
ber 12  and  16.  Each  case  measured 
3  ft.  2  in.  x  1  ft.  7  in.  x  2  ft.  and  was 
covered  with  roofing  felt  and  sacking.

Pem- 
brokes,  from  November  30.  authority 
to  possess,  supply,  or  give  prescriptions 
for  Dangerous  Drugs.

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Marketing  Research 

PHARMACEUTICALS  PRESENT  PROBLEMS 

INFORMATION  on  the  applications 
of  marketing  research  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  was  sought  by  Mr. 
G.  M.  Fox  at  the  meeting  of  Mersey- 
side  branch,  Institute  of  Packaging,  on 
November  26  when  a  paper  was  given 
by  Mr.  D.  W.  Russell-Smith  (A.  C. 
Nielsen  Co.,  Ltd.).  Mr.  Fox  said  that 
accountancy  and  cost  accountancy  used 
in  conjunction  with  historical  data  had 
been  carried  to  extreme  lengths  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  to  obtain  the 
type  of  information  required.  In  view  of 
the  hundreds  and  thousands  of  pro- 
ducts, many  of  them  competitive,  em- 
braced under  the  title  of  pharmaceu- 
ticals, he  wondered  whether  marketing 
research  could  function.  Mr.  Russell- 
Smith  said  that  some  work  had  been 
done  but  one  of  the  difficulties  was  the 
slow  rate  of  turnover  of  many  pharma- 
ceutical lines.  Prescription  surveys  had 
been  carried  out,  but  initially  the  re- 
quired data  were  hard  to  obtain  because 
the  prescriptions  were  written  in  such 
a  way  that  they  were  almost  a  private 
document  between  doctor  and  dispen- 
ser. However,  people  qualified  to  inter- 
pret and  translate  those  prescriptions 
had  obtained  quite  a  lot  of  information 
about  the  products  most  commonly 
used  and  about  branded  products  pre- 
scribed. So  far,  pharmaceuticals  were 
outside  the  scope  of  trades  in  which 
regular  surveys  were  carried  out. 

EClO's  Late  for  Pricing 

PENALTY  ON  COVENTRY  COMPANY 

COVENTRY  Executive  Council  is  re- 
commending to  the  Minister  of  Health 
that  £50  should  be  withheld  from  a 
Coventry  company  of  chemists  "  owing 
to  the  continued  failure  of  the  company 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  service." 
The  company  had  not  forwarded  its 
prescriptions  to  the  pricing  office 
quickly  enough,  it  was  stated.  The 
Council  had  previously  made  a  similar 
recommendation  concerning  the  com- 
pany, but  on  that  occasion  the  Minister 
reduced  the  sum  to  £25.  The  Council 
was  told  that  the  company  had  ignored 
all  correspondence.  After  the  matter 
was  referred  to  the  Council,  prescrip- 
tions for  May  and  June  were  sent  to 
the  pricing  office  in  September  and  pre- 
scriptions for  the  following  months 
were  sent  in  October.  A  director  of  the 
company  told  the  Council  that,  because 
of  the  late  sitting  of  many  doctors,  the 
firm  continued  dispensing  till  8  p.m.,  if 
necessary.  He  did  duty  seven  days  a 
week,  and  his  company  dispensed  about 
1,500  prescriptions  monthly.  He  put 
in  many  hours  on  clerical  work  for 
which  the  National  Health  Service  did 
not  pay,  and  he  regretted  that,  as  his 
company  gave  longer  service  all  the 
time,  he  could  do  no  more. 

Chemical  Engineering 

"  SPECTACULAR  "  PROGRESS  IN  U.S.A. 

THE  progress  of  chemical  engineering 
in  the  United  States  has  been  spectacu- 
lar, states  a  recent  report  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  published  by  H.M.  Stationery 
Office  (overseas  technical  report  No.  2, 
price  2s.).  The  report  traces  the  evolu- 


tion of  chemical  engineering,  outlines 
its  training  and  recent  development 
in  the  United  States  and  includes 
a  section  on  chemical  engineering  prac- 
tice. "  It  seems  likely  that  hesitation 
in  accepting  the  necessity  for  the  exis- 
tence of  the  chemical  engineering 
profession  in  Europe  is  due  to  the 
absence  of  convincing  proof  that  the 
employment  of  chemical  engineers  is  a 
profitable  investment,"  adds  the  report. 
"  If  that  is  the  case,  it  is  so  contrary 
to  American  experience  that  one  must 
conclude  that  either  chemical  engineers 
in  Europe  are  not  being  trained  in  the 
best  way  or  are  not  being  employed  in 
the  areas  where  they  can  make  their 
most  significant  contribution." 

Manchester  Analyst 

CALOMEL  IN  A  TEETHING  POWDER 

IN  the  annual  report  for  1955  of  the 
Manchester  analyst,  published  recently, 
it  is  stated  that,  following  a  complaint 
from  a  Manchester  hospital  that  illness 
in  a  child  might  be  attributable  to  teeth- 
ing powders  containing  calomel,  a 
sampling  officer  found  that  the  impli- 
cated brand  was  on  sale.  The  wrapper 
clearly  declared  the  presence  of  33j  per 
cent,  calomel,  and  that  declaration  was 
closely  confirmed  by  analysis.  The 
manufacturers  assured  the  medical  offi- 
cer of  health  that  no  further  similar 
powders  would  be  sold  and  that  other 
stocks  would  be  recalled.  [The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  recently  issued  a  warn- 
ing on  the  use  of  calomel  in  teething 
powders  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  13,  p. 
408)].  Of  a  total  of  eighty-seven  drug 
samples  two  were  unsatisfactory. 

Many  Pneumonia  Deaths 

DISEASE  NOT  ERADICATED 

DESPITE  the  "  dramatic  decline  "  re- 
sulting from  the  use  of  antibiotics, 
pneumonia  still  ranks  among  the  ten 
diseases  causing  the  greatest  number  of 
deaths  in  the  developed  countries,  states 
a  report  published  in  Geneva  on  Nov- 
ember 23  by  the  World  Health  Organ- 
isation. In  Scotland  and  Eire  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  mortality  ranging 
from  463  to  32  6  per  cent.,  while  in 
Northern  Ireland.  England  and  Wales 
the  statistics  indicate  a  drop  of  between 
26-2  and  14T  per  cent.  The  only  excep- 
tions to  that  general  trend  are  to  be 
found  among  people  over  eighty  where, 
in  several  countries  (including  Britain), 
an  increase  in  pneumonia  deaths  is  re- 
corded. 

Chemical  Farming 

EFFECT  ON  WILD  LIFE 

THE  widespread  use  of  chemicals  in 
modern  farming  practice  was  having  its 
effect  on  wild  life,  said  Mr.  A.  D. 
Middleton  (director,  game  research  sta- 
tion, Imperial  Chemical  Industries.  Ltd., 
Fordingbridge,  Hants)  at  a  recent  con- 
ference on  the  management  of  wild  life 
resources.  He  hoped  that  more  farmers 
would  consider  the  nature  of  the  chemi- 
cals used  for  particular  jobs,  and  choose 
those  least  likely  to  kill  birds  or  other 
game.  Farmers  could  also  help  with 
definite  information  about  the  effects 
of  the  chemicals  on  wild  life.  Work 
on  the  control  of  wood  pigeons  with 
narcotics,  though  still  in  the  experi- 


mental stage,  was  unpromising  and 
there  were  risks  to  other  birds.  But 
research  would  continue. 

Museum  Pharmacy 

INNOVATION  AT  DONCASTER 

DONCASTER  museum  authorities  are 
planning  to  set  up  in  the  town  a  "  street 
of  shops  "  similar  to  that  which  is  in 
the  Kirk  Museum  at  York,  and  a  start 
is  being  made  with  an  old-time  chem- 
ist's shop.  The  Georgian  bow-fronted 
shop  front  of  that  first  shop  stood  orig- 
inally in  High  Street.  Doncaster. 

SCOTTISH  NEWS 
Glasgow's  Drug  Costs 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL'S  DEFENCE 

THE  cost  of  prescribing  in  Glasgow  is 
fivepence  above  the  national  average 
but  Glasgow  Executive  Council  antici- 
pates that  the  cost  will  increase  even 
further  in  the  near  future.  That  was 
disclosed  when  a  letter  from  the  De- 
partment of  Health  for  Scotland,  ex- 
pressing concern  at  the  high  prescrib- 
ing cost,  was  read  at  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  Council.  Prescribing  costs  in 
Glasgow,  it  was  urged,  would  always 
be  above  national  average  owing  to 
bad  housing  conditions  and  consequent 
ill-health,  and  the  high  incidence  of 
tuberculosis.  In  addition  the  quantity 
of  expensive  prescriptions  was  a  direct 
result  of  the  treatment  in  the  home 
of  a  great  many  people  with  serious 
illness  who  would  previously  have  been 
treated  in  hospital. 

Productivity  Scheme 

PHARMACEUTICAL  FIRMS  INCLUDED 

TWO  Edinburgh  pharmaceutical  com- 
panies— Ethicon  Suture  Laboratories. 
Ltd.,  and  T.  &  H.  Smith.  Ltd.— are  in- 
cluded in  a  six-firm  scheme  sponsored 
by  the  Edinburgh  and  South  Scottish 
Productivity  Committee  which  allows 
teams  from  other  industries  to  inspect 
work  methods,  handling,  selling,  power 
systems  and  layout  in  each  other's 
plant.  The  fact  that  the  visitors  are 
from  another  industry  is  no  bar  to 
successful  cross-fertilisation,  since  ex- 
perience has  proved  that  there  are  many 
potentially  valuable  ideas  at  work  in 
one  industry  which  might  be  adapted 
to  another.

Seven  Oldham  chemists  are  dropping 
from  January  1  their  Saturday  evening 
rota  hour  because  doctors  are  no  longer 
holding  a  surgery  at  that  time. 

A  preliminary  study  among  staffs  of 
London  Transport  has  produced  no 
evidence  that  diesel-oil  exhaust  fumes 
produce  an  excess  of  lung  cancer 
among  people  who  live  in  towns. 

Thieves  who  broke  into  the  branch 
pharmacy  of  Taylors  (Cash  Chemists). 
London,  Ltd.,  730  Old  Kent  Road,  Lon- 
don, S.E.I 5,  recently,  stole  goods  valued 
at  over  £100. 

S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Aldersgate  House,  Barnet,  have  made 
available  through  the  local  Women's 
Voluntary  Services  centre  a  substantial 
quantity  of  bandages  for  Hungary. 

The  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  met  in 
London  on  November  28,  decided  to 
adjourn  for  two  years  an  inquiry  relat- 
ing to  a  pharmacist  who  had  been  con- 
victed on  a  charge  of  embezzlement. 

An  alternative  method  for  the  de- 
termination of  phosphoric  acid  in  fer- 
tilisers and  feeding  stuffs  is  described 
in  an  amendment  to  the  Fertilisers  and 
Feeding-stuffs  Regulations,  1956  (S.I., 
1956,  No.  1853). 

The  Postmaster  General  announces 
that  a  Telex  service  with  Canada,  via 
the  transatlantic  cable,  was  opened  on 
December  3.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Dies  Irae 

Topical  Reflections!  Or  should  it  this  week  be  Topical  Vituperations? 
Reflection,  after  all,  suggests  the  calm  contemplation  of  a  serene  and 
tranquil  mind.  Indeed,  my  dictionary  offers  contemplation  and  meditation. 
The  objective  outlook  and  the  detached  view,  with  a  slightly  patronising 
suggestion  of  the  Elder  Statesman,  would  perhaps  suggest  themselves 
as  attributes  for  a  column  of  this  kind.  But  reflection,  contemplation  and 
meditation  do  not  quite  describe  the  emotions  aroused  by  the  receipt 
and  study  of  the  sparse  guidance  issued  in  connection  with  the  prescrip- 
tion charges  imposed  on  December  1 — or  so  I  thought  until  further  con- 
sultation of  the  dictionary,  where  I  find :  "  Meditate — to  revolve  in  the 
mind."  If  that  means,  as  surely  it  must  this  week,  that  the  mind  reels,  then 
perhaps  the  title  of  the  column  is  appropriate  after  all.  The  almost  in- 
decent haste  with  which  the  new  levy  has  been  imposed,  the  lack  of  ade- 
quate authoritative  guidance  in  interpretation  beyond  a  few  examples,  and 
the  impossibility  of  justifying  to  the  public  such  vague  and  ill-digested 
instructions,  make  the  pharmacist's  task  the  most  unenviable  ever  <o 
fall  to  his  lot.  Once  more  there  has  been  a  deplorable  lack  of  lay-Press 
publicity.  Once  more  we  have  been  issued  with  a  small  notice  couched 
in  language  that  requires  'elucidation.  Once  more  it  is  to  be  left  to  the 
pharmacist  to  deal  directly  at  a  public  counter  with  abuse  that  should 
be  addressed  elsewhere. 

Examples  and  Logic 

From  our  student  days — indeed  from  our  schooldays — we  have  been 
familiar  with  the  textbook  examples  at  the  head  of  a  chapter.  They  were 
put  there  with  good  intentions,  and  their  purpose  was  to  assist  the  student 
in  his  work,  though  there  may  have  been  times  when  it  seemed  to  us 
that  the  examples  bore  little  relation  to  the  actual  problems  met  with 
thereafter.  Something  of  that  sense  of  frustration  returned  with  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  instructions  from  the  Ministry  and  the  interpretations  offered. 
There  is,  however,  a  difference.  In  the  textbook  it  was  possible  to  use 
reason  and  logic,  and  there  was  a  pattern.  Not  so  with  the  instructions. 
One  can  appreciate  that  streptomycin,  in  1-gm.  vials,  is  of  little  use  with- 
out ampoules  of  water.  It  is  logical,  therefore,  that  they  should 
be  bracketed  together  at  an  inclusive  charge  of  one  shilling.  Following 
that  line  of  thought,  one  might  reasonably  imagine  that  a  hypodermic 
syringe  would  be  of  little  value  without  at  least  one  needle.  But  the  same 
reasoning  does  not  apply,  and  those  natural  companions  are  separate  items 
financially.  It  might  be  thought  that  the  needle  is  as  essential  to  the 
syringe  as,  say,  a  set  of  oxygen  therapy  equipment  to  a  cylinder  of  oxygen. 
But  there  the  charge  is  only  one  shilling,  for  the  oxygen  companions, 
unlike  the  syringe  and  needle,  are  regarded  as  inseparables.  One  might 
go  further  and  think  that  the  insulin  is  no  use  without  the  syringe  and 
the  needle — but  no,  the  time  has  come  to  reach  for  a  tranquilliser ! 

Pavement  Artistry 

The  photograph  on  p.  591  of  the  results  of  the  combined  artistic  and 
commercial  instincts  of  Mr.  Charlie  Worley  serves  to  bring  home  the 
fact  that  the  pavement  artist  is  a  much  more  rare  bird  than  he  used  to 
be.  Whether  the  years  of  full  employment,  or  the  more  generous  appli- 
cation of  assistance  to  the  unfortunates,  is  the  main  factor  would  be 
difficult  to  say.  I  have  no  recollection  of  being  present  during  the  whole 
creation  of  such  masterpieces  as  a  sunset  on  a  lake,  or  a  portrait  of  Lord 
Kitchener,  though  I  have  been  of  the  number  who  looked  on  with  ad- 
miration at  the  restoration  of  the  pictures — a  process  in  which  there  was 
much  breathing  and  blowing.  The  act  also  involved  the  use  of  a  moistened 
finger,  and  a  gentle  dusting  with  a  multi-coloured  cap  which  later  acted 
as  the  till.  Without  any  pretensions  to  art  criticism,  I  can  say  that  there 
appeared  to  my  then  youthful  eye  a  beauty  which  I  have  been  unable 
to  find  in  some  galleries  of  modern  art.  By  occupying  a  "  stand  "  outside 
the  National  Gallery,  Mr.  Worley  challenges  comparison. 
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PARLIAMENT  APPROVES  THE  NEW  LEVY 

Minister  hints  at  possible  action  against  sales  pressure  on  doctors 


A  MOTION  for  the  annulment  of  the 
series  of  regulations  introducing  the  in- 
creased charges  for  Health  Service  pre- 
scriptions was  defeated  by  303  votes  to 
231  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
November  29.  When  he  replied  to  the 
debate  the  Minister  of  Health  said 
that  he  would  have  to  "  go  into  the  ques- 
tion of  the  pressure  of  the  salesmanship 
of  the  drug  houses  and  the  other  pres- 
sures to  which  a  doctor  is  subjected." 
He  would  give  early  consideration  to 
further  ways  of  dealing  with  that  part 
of  the  problem. 

Dr.  Edith  Summerskill,  who  intro- 
duced the  motion,  said  that  the  Gov- 
ernment's proposals  represented  a 
discriminatory  tax  on  the  sick  and  in- 
firm. The  Minister  had  not  asked  the 
advice  of  the  medical  world  and  that 
included  pharmacists.  He  had  said  that 
the  charge  was  a  budgetary  matter  and 
that  that  precluded  him  from  seeking 
advice.  Therefore  the  tax  had  been  im- 
posed in  an  arbitrary  manner  completely 
divorced  from  social  and  medical  con- 
siderations. The  Minister  had  agreed 
that  there  had  been  over-prescribing  of 
proprietary  drugs  but  he  had  done- noth- 
ing about  it  so  far  as  she  could  see. 
There  was  a  source  of  £5.000,000  if  he 
was  courageous  enough  to  tackle  it. 
The  most  important  cause  of  the  high 
cost  of  drugs  was  the  increased  pro- 
portion of  proprietaries.  Of  the  total  of 
proprietaries  prescribed  under  the 
Health  Service,  it  was  estimated  that 
65  per  cent,  came  from  American 
companies.  Those  companies  had  con- 
centrated on  the  profitable  lines,  recog- 
nising that  the  British  Government  had 
given  them  a  blank  cheque  to  sell  in 
Britain  as  much  as  they  could  at  any 
price  they  chose  to  ask,  and  to  take  their 
profits  out  of  the  country  in  dollars. 
They  employed  enormous  outside  sales 
staff.  Pfizers  had  over  a  hundred  repre- 
sentatives in  Britain.  Those  firms  posi- 
tively embarrassed  the  general  practi- 
tioners. 

Rights  of  the  Prescriber 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said  that  there 
would  be  general  sympathy  in  the  house 
with  Dr.  Summerskill's  view  on  the  high 
pressure  salesmanship  with  which  many 
proprietary  medicines  were  put  on  the 
market  but  was  the  doctor  to  be  free  to 
prescribe  whatever  he  considered  to  be 
the  right  medicine  for  his  patient?  It 
was  no  good  attacking  proprietary  medi- 
cines and  methods  of  propaganda  used 
on  behalf  of  those  medicines  unless  one 
was  prepared  to  have  a  list  of  banned 
proprietaries.  It  was  implicit  in  Dr. 
Summerskill's  argument  that  one  could 
not  rely  upon  the  knowledge  and  skill 
of  the  general  practitioner.  The  right  of 
the  doctor  to  provide  for  his  patient 
what  he  considered  necessary  must  be 
safeguarded  at  all  times.  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead  said  that  he  was  sure  that  the 
conclusion  in  the  original  Beveridge 
Report  that  the  Health  Service  should 
not  be  linked  with  any  insurance  scheme 
was  right  and  he  considered  that  the 
increased  cost  of  the  Service  could  not 
be  met  by  an  increase  in  weekly  contri- 


butions. In  his  view  one  could  not 
entirely  and  lightheartedly  ignore  the 
mounting  cost  of  the  Service.  The  esti- 
mate which  was  given  in  the  Beveridge 
report  was  about  £170,000,000  a  year. 
The  Service  was  now  costing  between 
£500,000,000  and  £600,000,000  a  year. 

Mr.  Harold  Davies  said  that  those 
figures  should  be  related  to  present-day 
costs. 

What  Guillebaud  Argued 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead:  It  can  be 
argued,  as  Guillebaud  quite  rightly 
argued,  that  in  proportion  to  the 
national  income — 

Mr.  W.  Hamilton:  Then  why  did 
you  not  say  so? 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  : — the  cost  of  the 
Health  Service  is,  if  anything,  lower 
today  than  it  was  in  1948  but  Guille- 
baud did  not  make  any  comparison  be- 
tween the  estimate  given  in  the  Bev- 
eridge Report  and  the  annual  cost  which 
today  is  about  four  times  that  estimate. 
That  being  so,  was  it  not  true  that  a 
large  proportion  of  those  who  used  the 
Health  Service  could  afford  to  make 
some  contribution  towards  it.  His 
answer  was:  "Undoubtedly,  yes." 

Mr.  Percy  Collick  said  that  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead  must  know  that  under 
the  new  regulations  thousands  of 
chronic  sick  would  have  to  pay  four  or 
five  shillings  for  a  prescription.  Did  he 
support  that? 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said  that  if  Mr. 
Collick's  case  was  factual  he  would  have 
grave  doubts,  but  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  arrangements  that  the  Minister  was 
contemplating  would  make  such  a  case 
almost,  if  not  entirely,  non-existent.  His 
own  expectation  was  that  just  as  such 
fears  were  expressed  when  the  shilling 
charge  was  imposed  and  most  of  them 
were  found  to  be  groundless,  probably 
they  would  be  found  groundless  again. 
The  Minister  would  do  much  if  he 
could  assure  members  of  his  intention 
to  be  guided  by  the  actual  experience 
of  the  next  few  months.  He  had  passed 
on  to  the  Minister  the  pharmacists'  fear 
and  doubts.  He  had  suggested  to  the 
Minister  that  an  alternative  means 
would  be  a  straight  increase  in  the  shil- 
ling but  the  Minister  had  turned  that 
down  on  the  grounds  that  it  would 
probably  cause  greater  hardship  than 
the  scheme  which  was  being  imple- 
mented. All  members  must  have  had 
some  sympathy  with  Dr.  Summerskill's 
wholehearted  attack  on  the  proprietary 
medicine,  and  particularly  the  American 
proprietary  medicine.  If  one  looked  at 
the  whole  history  of  therapeutics  over 
the  past  fifty  years  one  could  see  an 
almost  inevitable  move  towards  proprie- 
tary medicine.  As  medical  science  be- 
came more  and  more  complicated,  as 
new  scientific  discoveries  came  along, 
so  less  and  less  could  those  products 
be  made  in  the  dispensary  of  a  chem- 
ist's shop.  There  was  no  escaping  from 
it.  The  proportion  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines prescribed  in  Britain  was  nothing 
like  as  high  as  it  was  in  foreign  coun- 
tries. Whether  one  liked  it  or  not  pro- 
prietary medicines  would  play  a  large 


part  in  the  therapeutics  of  the  future. 
That  placed  a  special  responsibility  on 
any  Minister  of  Health  to  see  that  there 
was  an  understanding  by  both  public 
and  prescribers  of  the  role  of  medicine 
of  any  kind  in  a  community.  A  great 
deal  could  be  done  to  educate  the  public 
away  from  the  bottle  of  medicine.  The 
basic  responsibility  rested  on  the  shoul- 
ders of  the  general  practitioner.  He 
(Sir  Hugh)  believed  that  the  Minister 
could,  perhaps,  with  a  less  complicated 
scheme,  have  achieved  what  he  wished 
to  achieve.  The  big  question  was,  how- 
ever, whether  all  that  medicine  was 
really  necessary. 

"  At  the  Minister  Behind  the  Scenes  " 

Mr.  A.  Woodburn  said  that  it  was 
quite  obvious  that  Sir  Hugh  Linstead 
had  been  at  the  Minister  behind  the 
scenes,  trying  to  press  the  Minister  to 
do  something  else.  There  was  no  medi- 
cal or  pharmaceutical  reason  for  the 
charge;  everyone  knew  that  it  was  purely 
a  budgetary  charge.  Was  it  suggested 
that  if  one  wanted  to  raise  £5  millions 
when  there  was  a  budget  of  about 
£8,000  millions  that  extra  £5  millions 
should  be  levied  as  a  tax  on  the  sick.  He 
was  confident  that  there  was  not  a  single 
person  of  intelligence  in  the  Chamber 
that  night  who  could  justify  such  a 
proposition.  The  new  shilling  charge 
would  interfere  with  doctors  prescribing 
what  patients  needed. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  said  that  he  was  quite  certain 
that  there  was  no  possible  way  of  reduc- 
ing expenditure  on  the  Health  Service 
except  by  the  present  alteration  of  the 
prescription  charge.  He  believed  that 
that  was  the  right  decision  in  order  to 
raise  £5  millions.  His  estimate  for  1956- 
57  was  for  a  cost  per  item  of  4s.  6d. 
Today  it  appeared  that  the  cost  per 
item  would  be  on  an  average  5s.  The 
total  drug  bill  in  the  estimate  was 
£53  millions,  the  actual  cost  would  be 
£61  millions  and  the  total  National 
Health  Service  bill  falling  on  the  Ex- 
chequer would  be  £475  millions. 

He  agreed  that  the  growing  increase 
in  the  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice was  most  serious,  but  accepted 
that  there  should  be  no  interference 
with  the  right  of  the  doctor  to  pre- 
scribe whatever  he  considered  neces- 
sary. He  believed  that  the  young  doc- 
tor must  be  educated  in  economical 
prescribing,  and  would  have  to  go  into 
the  question.  He  agreed  with  Dr.  Sum- 
merskill  about  the  pressure  of  sales- 
manship of  the  drug  houses  and  the 
other  pressures  to  which  a  doctor  was 
subjected,  and  would  give  early  con- 
sideration to  further  ways  of  dealing 
with  that  part  of  the  problem.  He  an- 
ticipated that  in  1957  there  would  be  a 
drug  bill  of  about  £64  millions.  A  re- 
cent survey  had  shown  that  five-sixths 
of  the  prescription  forms  had  one  or 
two  items  each,  while  one-sixth  (pro- 
bably more  than  20  million  forms)  had 
more  than  two  items  and  some  as  many 
as  eight  or  nine.  Among  the  patients 
involved  were  what  were  called  "  shop- 
ping-list "  patients. 
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The  present  system,  said  the  Minister, 
was  creating  grave  inequalities.  Some 
doctors  limited  items  to  two  per  form. 
The  "  weaker "  doctors  put  a  larger 
number  of  items  on  a  form. 

Among  patients  suffering  from  high 
blood  pressure,  pernicious  anaemia,  in- 
somnia, and  some  of  the  cardiac  condi- 
tions, some  had  their  prescriptions 
weekly  or  fortnightly.  They  paid  52s. 
or  26s.  in  the  course  of  a  year,  but 
the  stabilised  diabetic  patient,  with  pre- 
scriptions   issued   at    two-    or  three- 


monthly  intervals,  and  with  all  the 
items  on  the  same  form,  paid  6s.  or 
4s.  a  year.  Under  the  new  regulations 
the  diabetic  patient  would  pay  27s.  or 
17s.  a  year,  which  was  still  a  good  deal 
less  than  would  be  paid  by  the  chronic 
cases  he  had  mentioned.  A  colostomy 
patient  who  had  paid  12s  or  6s.  a  year 
under  the  old  system  would  pay  36s. 
or  18s.  a  year  under  the  new.  Even 
under  the  new  regulations  he  would 
be  paying  less  than  the  chronic  cardiac, 
who  was  now  paying  52s.  a  year.  Only 


£36  millions  was  contributed  to  the 
Health  Service  from  the  National  In- 
surance Health  system,  the  remaining 
£500  millions  coming  from  the  Exche- 
quer and  charges.  The  extra  £5  mil- 
lions had  to  be  found  and  he  believed 
that  it  could  be  found  better  by  the 
new  charges  than  by  any  other  means. 

The  charge  was,  in  fact,  less 
than  the  average  dispensing  fee  in  re- 
spect of  each  item.  "  The  drug  or  the 
appliance  is  therefore  absolutely  free 
to  the  patient,"  he  declared. 


PROVISIONS  OF  THE  SHOPS  BILL 


Clauses  affecting  pharmacists 


THE  Shops  Bill,  the  provisions  of 
which  were  briefly  described  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  November  24,  p.  565,  con- 
tains certain  clauses  specially  applic- 
able to  pharmacy.  They  are  given 
below: — 

Clause  41 :  Special  exception  as  re- 
gards employment  of  certain  pharma- 
cists on  Sunday.    The  Clause  reads: 

Paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  (1)  of  sec- 
tion 39  of  this  Act  [Sunday  employment 
of  shop  assistants]  shall  not  apply  to  the 
employment  of  a  registered  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist  to  work  on  a  Sunday  about 
the  business  of  a  shop  which,  in  fulfil- 
ment of  a  requirement  in  that  behalf 
contained  in  arrangements  made  in  pur- 
suance of  section  thirty-eight  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  by  or 
on  behalf  of  an  executive  council  consti- 
tuted under  section  thirty-one  of  that  Act, 
is  opened  on  that  day  for  the  sale  or 
supply  of  drugs  or  medicines  or  medical 
or  surgical  appliances  if — 

(a)  his  employment  is  wholly  or  mainly 
in  connection  with  the  sale  or  supply 
of  drugs  or  medicines  or  medical  or 
surgical  appliances; 

(b)  his  employment  is  for  a  single 
period  not  exceeding  two  hours  in 
length ; 

(c)  he  was  not  employed  to  work  about 
the  business  of  that  shop  on  the  im- 
mediately preceding  Sunday;  and 

(d)  in  consideration  of  his  being  em- 
ployed to  work  about  the  business 
of  the  shop  on  the  first-mentioned 
Sunday  his  working  hours  on  a 
business  day  either  in  the  week  be- 
ginning with  that  Sunday  or  in  the 
immediately  preceding  week  (other 
than  a  day  on  which,  by  virtue  of 
subsection  (1)  or  (2)  of  section 
thirty-seven  of  this  Act  or  subsection 
(1)  of  section  thirty-nine  thereof,  he 
falls,  or  fell,  to  be  allowed  a  half- 
holiday)  either  do  not  include  any 
period  before  eleven  oclock  in  the 
morning  or  do  not  include  any 
period  after  five  oclock  in  the 
afternoon. 

Pharmacists'  Holidays 

Clause  43:  Construction  of  refer- 
ences to  allowance  of  half-holidays 
and  whole  holidays.  Subsection  2  of 
the  Clause  reads: 

Without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of 
the  foregoing  subsection  [definition  of  half- 
holiday  and  whole  holiday],  where  on 
each  weekday  of  a  week  a  shop  is,  in  ful- 
filment of  a  requirement  in  that  behalf 
contained  in  arrangements  made  in  pur- 
suance of  section  thirty-eight  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  by  or 


on  behalf  of  an  Executive  Council  con- 
stituted under  section  thirty-one  of  that 
Act,  open  after  one  oclock  in  the  after- 
noon for  the  sale  or  supply  of  drugs  or 
medicines  or  medical  or  surgical  ap- 
pliances, a  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  employed  to  work  about  the 
business  of  the  shop — 

(a)  shall,  on  a  day  in  that  week  on 
which  he  is  not  employed  to  work 
about  the  business  of  the  shop  after 
half  past  one  oclock  in  the  after- 
noon except  for  a  single  period  not 
exceeding  two  hours  in  length,  be 
deemed  for  the  purposes  of  this  Part 
of  this  Act  to  be  allowed  by  the 
occupier  of  the  shop  a  half-holiday 
on  that  day; 

(b)  shall,  on  a  day  in  that  week  on 
which  he  is  not  employed  so  to  work 
otherwise  than  after  half-past  one 
oclock  in  the  afternoon  for  a  single 
period  not  exceeding  two  hours  in 
length,  be  deemed  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Part  of  this  Act  to  be 
allowed  by  the  occupier  of  the  shop 
a  whole  holiday  on  that  day. 

The  Second  Schedule  to  the  Bill  lists 
transactions  permissible  in  Great 
Britain  at  any  time  on  Weekdays  and 
in  England  and  Wales  at  any  time  on 
Sundays.    Item  5  is  as  follows: — 

The  sale  or  supply  of  drugs,  medicines, 
medical  or  surgical  appliances  or  spec- 
tacles or  eyeglasses. 

Part  V  of  the  Bill  deals  with  condi- 
tions of  employment  of  shop  assistants 
and  other  persons  employed  in  con- 
nection with  retail  trade  or  business 
and  of  young  persons  employed  in  cer- 
tain occupations  in  connection  with 
wholesale  trade.  The  Bill  seeks  to 
make  several  amendments  in  the  law  as 
it  affects  those  matters. 

Notes  on  New  Provisions 

The  following  notes  set  out  certain 
of  the  new  provisions  in  the  Bill  with 
the  present  requirements  shown  in 
parentheses :  — 

Clause  J:  Closing  hours  will  be  8 
p.m.  on  the  late  day  and  7  p.m.  on 
other  weekdays  except  the  early  clos- 
ing day  when  the  time  will  be  1  p.m. 
(9  p.m.;  8  p.m.;  1  p.m.).  Local  authori- 
ties retain  the  same  option  to  make 
Orders  shortening  those  times  by  not 
more  than  one  hour  (i.e.,  to  7  p.m.  and 
6  p.m.). 

Clause  2:  The  late  day  will  be  one  of 
two  days  to  be  specified  by  the  local 
authority  (Saturday  unless  fixed  other- 
wise by  local  Order). 

Clause  3:  The  choice  of  two  days  for 
the  early  closing  day,  one  of  which 


must  be  Saturday,  is  preserved  in  the 
new  Bill. 

Clause  4:  The  early  closing  require- 
ments may,  by  local  Order,  be  waived 
for  shops  in  holiday  resorts  and  certain 
other  centres  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-two  weeks  in  a  year 
(eighteen  weeks). 

Clause  9:  When  a  Bank  Holiday  falls 
on  the  normal  early  closing  day  in 
any  district  the  latter  must  be  changed 
to  a  business  day  (new  provision). 

Clause  20:  The  number  of  Sundays 
allowed  for  trading  in  seaside  resorts, 
etc.,  is  twenty-three  (eighteen). 

Clause  38:  When  lunch  is  taken  by 
employees  on  the  premises  the  interval 
allowed  is  three-quarters  of  an  hour  and 
when  taken  off  the  premises  is  one  hour 
(}',  i)-  The  compulsory  rest  period  is 
half  an  hour  every  five  hours  or  five 
and  a  half  hours  on  the  early  closing 
day  (twenty  minutes  every  six  hours). 

Clause  49:  In  England  and  Wales  the 
council  of  the  borough,  urban  district 
or  rural  district  is  the  authority  per- 
mitted to  make  Orders  for  trading  out- 
side the  normal  permitted  hours  in  holi- 
day resorts,  etc.  In  the  City  of  Lon- 
don, the  authority  is  the  Common 
Council;  in  the  administrative  county 
of  London,  the  London  County  Coun- 
cil; and  in  Scotland,  the  County  or 
town  council. 

The  Act  does  not  apply  in  Northern 
Ireland. 

Second  Reading  Debate 

During  the  second  reading  debate  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  November  29, 
Lord  Mancroft  (Joint  Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary  of  State,  Home  Depart- 
ment) said  that  the  present  law  was  a 
farrago  of  nonsense,  and  much  of  it 
was  virtually  unenforceable.  The  Bill 
attempted  to  strike  a  fair  balance  be- 
tween everybody  concerned — the  shop- 
keepers, their  assistants,  the  local 
authorities  and  the  shopping  public. 

Lord  Macdonald  of  Gwaenysgor 
said  that  there  was  a  difficulty  with 
the  pharmaceutical  section.  It  was  a 
difficult  section.  He  knew  it  well.  He 
had  had  to  handle  that  difficulty  many 
times  before.  It  was  particularly  diffi- 
cult in  regard  to  Clause  43  (2).  He 
would  ask  there  that  there  might  be 
further  consultation.  The  employers' 
organisations,  the  representatives  of  the 
workers'  unions,  the  Home  Office  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  were  all  con- 
cerned. The  proposals  contained  in  the 
Bill  did  not  give  satisfaction.  He  asked 
for  an  attempt  to  be  made  to  get  agree- 
ment on  that  part  of  the  Bill. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 
Illegal  Possession 

At  Coventry  magistrates'  court,  recently, 
Jit  Singh,  an  Indian,  was  fined  £5,  with 
the  alternative  of  three  months'  im- 
prisonment, for  having  in  his  possession 
without  authority  gr.  4  of  opium. 

Theft  from  Employers 

At  Hexham,  Northumberland,  on 
November  20,  Arthur  Bertram  Wilson, 
M.P.S.,  stated  to  have  been  at  one  time 
in  business  on  his  own  account  in 
Bishop  Auckland,  co.  Durham,  was 
fined  a  total  of  £20,  with  £9  12s.  costs, 
after  pleading  guilty  to  stealing  £30 
from  his  employers,  Mason,  Ltd.,  South 
Shields,  and  to  two  charges  of  falsifying 
documents.  The  chairman  of  the  magis- 
trates said  that  the  punishment  was 
small  compared  with  the  ruin  Wilson's 
actions  had  brought  to  his  career. 

Theft  From  Pharmacy 

At  Bow  Street,  London,  magistrates' 
court,  recently,  Frank  Wattam,  ware- 
houseman, West  Norwood,  admitted 
stealing  hot-water  bottles,  perfume, 
powder,  soap,  and  six  tubes  of  pain-re- 
lieving  balm  from  a  pharmacy.  George 
Piggott,  Brixton,  Edward  Jamieson, 
Clapham,  and  John  Goody,  Stockwell, 
pleaded  guilty  to  receiving.  Piggott 
was  given  an  absolute  discharge  on 
payment  of  £3  costs,  and  Jamieson  and 
Goody  were  given  conditional  dis- 
charge on  payment  of  £1  costs  each. 
Wattam  was  sent  to  prison  for  six 
months. 

Under  Influence  of  Drugs 

At  Southampton  recently,  Totton 
magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  £20  on 
Horace  James  Downing,  Southbourne, 
and  disqualified  him  for  one  year  for 
driving  while  under  the  influence  of 
drugs  at  Ashurst  on  August  20.  Prose- 
cuting solicitor  said  that,  on  August  20, 
defendant  went  into  a  pharmacy  at 
Southbourne  and  bought  a  bottle  of 
paraldehyde.  Later  that  day  a  lorry 
driver  saw  a  car,  driven  by  defendant, 
swerving  from  side  to  side  of  the  road, 
compelling  a  motor  cyclist  to  stop  in 
order  to  avoid  a  head-on  collision. 
When  the  police  arrived  they  found 
defendant  still  sitting  in  the  driving 
seat  of  his  car.  A  doctor  tried  to  ex- 
amine him,  but  Downing  became  un- 
conscious shortly  after  the  examination 
began.  "  The  real  gravity  of  the 
matter."  said  the  magistrate,  "  is  that 
defendant  decided  to  drive  after  taking 
th'.s  powerful  drug." 

"  An  Unusual  Type  of  Addict  " 

At  Southend  magistrates'  court, 
recently,  Alec  Alvarez,  Burdett  Avenue, 
Westcliff,  was  charged  with  being  in 
unlawful  possession  of  a  Dangerous 
Drug  between  May  4  and  September 
14,  and  with  making  a  false  statement 
on  July  8  in  order  to  obtain  for  him- 
self a  quantity  of  Physeptone.  Alvarez 
pleaded  guilty  to  both  charges.  Prose- 
cuting solicitor  said  it  was  alleged  that 
between  May  and  September  Alvarez 
had  obtained  thirty-one  prescriptions 
from  twelve  different  doctors,  and  on 
July  8  had  asked  a  doctor  for  a  pre- 
scription saying  that  he  had  lost  the 


original.  A  detective  sergeant,  who 
said  that  there  had  been  seven  previous 
convictions  against  Alvarez,  gave  the 
opinion  that  he  had  harmed  no-one 
but  himself.  Defending  solicitor 
claimed  that  Alvarez  was  not  the  usual 
type  of  drug  addict;  it  was  most  prob- 
able that,  but  for  the  drugs,  he  would 
not  be  alive  today.  In  1936  he  had 
had  numerous  heart  attacks  and  had 
suffered  great  pain,  to  relieve  which, 
on  medical  advice,  he  took  drugs.  Dr. 
Rowland  Hill  said  in  court:  "  I  have 
never  met  any  patient  of  the  age  of 
fifty-S'x  who  has  suffered  from  so  many 
diseases  that  might  have  killed  him.  I 
am  satisfied  that  he  is  basically  of  good 
intelligence  and  desires  to  be  cured." 
The  chairman  of  the  magistrates  said 
that  Alvarez  would  be  put  on  proba- 
tion for  two  years,  conditional  upon 
his  undertaking  to  have  treatment.  On 
the  false  statement  charge,  a  fine  of 
£50,  plus  £5  5s.  advocate's  fee,  was 
imposed. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines 

At  Penarth  recently,  M.  Francis  (Pen- 
arth),  Ltd.,  chemists,  Windsor  Terrace, 
Penarth,  were  fined  £9,  with  £3  3s. 
costs,  for  selling  proprietary  medicinal 
preparations  containing  poison  other- 
wise than  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist.  The  prepara- 
tions (ear  drops,  a  cough  mixture  and 
a  nerve  sedative)  were  sold  on  doctors' 
prescriptions. 

At  Reigate  borough  magistrates' 
court,  recently,  fines  totalling  £48. 
with  costs  of  £5  5s.,  were  imposed  on 
Baldwins  of  Reigate,  Ltd.,  Church 
Street,  Reigate,  after  a  plea  of  guilty 
had  been  entered  for  the  company  on 
a  charge  of  selling  poisons  in  Part  I 
of  the  Poisons  List  otherwise  than 
under  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist.  Solicitor  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  said  that  the  poisons 
involved  in  the  charge  were  mostly 
derivatives  of  barbituric  acid.  An  in- 
spector visited  the  company's  premises 
and,  after  inquiries,  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  no  pharmacist  was  present. 
He  called  next  day  and  saw  Mr. 
Proctor,  a  pharmacist.  Mr.  Proctor 
stated  that  he  had  returned  to  Reigate 
and  to  business  that  morning,  having 
been  away  in  the  north  of  England. 
Before  leaving  he  had  had  no  time  to 
arrange  for  a  locum  to  take  his  place, 
but  had  felt  that  it  was  safe  to  leave 
the  business  in  charge  of  a  Miss  Scott, 
who  was  unqualified.  A  request  put 
to  the  husband  of  a  local  pharmacist 
that  she  should  take  charge  of  the  phar- 
macy had  apparently  not  been  regarded 
as  a  definite  arrangement,  and  in  con- 
sequence the  lady  pharmacist  did  not 
attend  in  his  absence.

WE  regret  to  announce  the  death,  in 
Westminster  Hospital,  London,  on 
November  28, 
of  Sir  Austin 
Uvedale  Mor- 
gan Hudson, 
Bt.,  M.P.,  aged 
fifty-nine.  Sir 
Austin  was  a 
grandson  of 
Mr.  Septimus 
V  a  u  g  h  a  n 
Morgan,  one  of 
the  founders  of 
The  Chemist 
and  Druggist. 
and  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  Leo- 
pold Elliot 
Hudson,  F.R.C.S 
ted  at  Eton  and

educa- 
and  at 


the  age  of  nineteen  joined  the  Royal 
Berkshire  Regiment  in  France  in 
1916.  Invalided  home  with  trench 
fever  and  wounds,  he  joined  the 
Guards  Machine  Gun  Regiment,  and 
was  again  at  the  front  in  1918.  In 
1920  he  resigned  his  commission  to 
join  Morgan  Brothers  (Publishers), 
Ltd.,  and  he  became  the  chairman  of 
the  company  in  April  1956.  In  the 
1939-45  war  he  commanded  the  First 
London  Battalion,  Home  Guard, 
1943-45. 

Sir  Austin's  distinguished  Parliamen- 
tary career  began  in  1922,  when  he  was 
elected  as  Member  for  East  Islington.

In  1931  he 
became  assistant  Conservative  Whip  in 
the  House  of  Commons;  and  he  was  a 
Lord  Commissioner  of  the  Treasury.

Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  1939-42;  and 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Mini- 
stry of  Fuel  and  Power,  1945.  From 
1950,  he  was  a  temporary  Chairman  of 
the  House  and  a  Chairman  of  Standing 
Committees. 

Sir  Austin  was  honorary  treasurer  of 
the  National  Association  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis,  and  a 
governor  of  Westminster  Hospital,

INQUEST 

Oxalic  Acid  for  Epsom  Salt.  —  At 

Ravenscraig  mental  hospital,  Greenock, 
Renfrewshire,  recently,  two  patients 
died  after  receiving  in  error  doses  of 
oxalic  acid.  At  a  subsequent  inquest  at 
Greenock  sheriff  court,  a  jury  found 
that  the  deaths  were  accidental.  A 
woman  doctor  who  died  at  the  hospital 
from  acute  barbiturate  poisoning  was 
found  to  have  died  from  misadventure. 
Evidence  had  been  given  that  the  two 
patients  were  among  a  number  taken 
ill  on  July  19,  after  receiving  doses  os- 
tensibly of  Epsom  salt;  the  other 
patients  had  recovered.  Mrs.  Catherine 
Wilkinson  said  that  she  was  assisting 
in  the  hospital  dispensary  in  July,  and 
received  a  small  tin  to  be  filled  with 
Epsom  salt.  She  filled  it  from  a  brown 
paper  packet  of  clear  crystals  on  the 
dispensary  floor.  The  physician  super- 
intendent at  the  hospital  said  he  had 
been  told  that  the  dead  doctor  (Dr. 
Jessie  Lindsay)  was  not  available  when 
the  patients  became  ill.  Later  in  the 
day  he  sent  for  her.  In  his  opinion. 
Dr.  Lindsay  was  already  at  that  time 
under  the  influence  of  drugs.  About 
half  an  hour  later  he  found  her  uncon- 
scious, and  she  died  shortly  afterwards. 
The  hospital  matron  said  she  had  sus- 
pected that  Dr.  Lindsay  might  be  tak- 
ing drugs.  Dr.  Lindsay  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  administration  of  Epsom  salt. 


ULSTER  PRESCRIPTION  CHARGES 

New  levy  being  introduced  on  January  1, 1957 


INCREASED  prescription  charges — 
similar  to  those  for  Great  Britain — are 
being  introduced  in  Northern  Ireland 
on  January  1,  1957,  if  they  are 
approved  by  both  Houses  of  the  Ulster 
Parliament.  The  draft  regulations  are 
being  debated  on  December  18,  it  was 
stated  on  November  30. 

Minister  Questioned 

In  the  Ulster  House  of  Commons  on 
November  28  Mr.  Edmund  Warnock 
asked  Dame  Dehra  Parker  (Minister 
of  Health  and  Local  Government) 
whether  she  could  state  that  before  sub- 
mitting to  Parliament  the  draft  regula- 
tions designed  to  impose  additional 
prescription  charges,  she  had  had  con- 
sultations with  the  Northern  Ireland 
General  Health  Services  Board  and 
with  associations  representing  doctors 
and  chemists  in  Northern  Ireland.  If 
so,  had  she  obtained  their  concurrence 
in  the  imposition  of  those  additional 
charges  ?  The  Minister  said  that  the 
principle  of  whether  charges  for  pre- 
scriptions should  be  altered  was  a 
matter  for  the  Government  and  Parlia- 
ment.   She  had  consulted  the  General 


Health  Services  Board  and  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  about  the 
means  of  giving  effect  to  the  Regula- 
tions. Mr.  Warnock  asked  if  the  Mini- 
ster was  aware  that  the  medical  pro- 
fession and  pharmaceutical  interests 
were  implacably  opposed  to  the  addi- 
tional charges? 

Dame  Dehra  said  that  the  General 
Health  Services  Board  and  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  had  indica- 
ted that  there  would  be  no  substantial 
difficulties  in  carrying  out  the  scheme 
of  new  charges. 

Chemist-contractors'  Protest 

In  a  circular  to  chemist-contractors 
the  Northern  Ireland  Local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  states  that  it  has  pro- 
tested vigorously  against  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  charges  and  has  sent  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Local  Govern- 
ment a  list  of  the  difficulties  the  Com- 
mittee visualised  chemists  would  ex- 
perience in  collecting  the  charges.  The 
Committee  had  also  met  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  to  discuss  those  difficul- 
ties and  had  asked  for  a  postponement 
of  its  introduction.

TRADE  NOTES 
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COMES  OF  AGE 


A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


THE  month  of  December  1956  marks  an  important  event  in  the 
history  of  pharmacy,  namely  the  twenty-first  anniversary  of  the 
formation  of  the  Chemists  Federation.  The  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme,  as  it  was  originally  entitled,  was  formed  as  a  result  of 
pressure  brought  to  bear  on  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
Executive  Committee  by  various  N.P.U.  branches  calling  for 
action  to  arrest  the  then  growing  practice  of  widespread  sales  of 
proprietary  medicines  by  unqualified  traders. 


Mr.  G.  E.  Mann 


Pharmacists  were  of  the  opinion  that,  by  virtue  of  their 
training  and  experience,  they  were  the  right  and  proper 
persons  to  handle  the  distribution  of  medicinal  products 
intended  for  the  treatment  of  human  ailments,  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  certain  manufacturers  the  organisation  was 
created  in  the  month  of  December  1935. 

With  the  support  of  the  N.P.U.,  and  the  enthusiasm  and 
drive  of  the  late  George  Mallinson,  it  quickly  began  to 
attract  attention,  and  when  one  considers  the  present  status 
of  the  Federation  it  may  come  as  something  of  a  surprise 
to  many  readers  that  the  C.F.  is  such  a  young  organisation. 
When  one  also  realises  that  its  span  of  twenty-one  years 
covers  the  period  of  the  second  World  War,  during  which 
time  its  activities  were  drastically  curtailed,  it  is  quite  obvi- 
ous that  the  Federation  has  been  more  than  fortunate  in  the 
support  it  has  received  from  the  three  sections  of  pharmacy 
and  those  who  have  worked  to  further  its  progress. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  C.F.  manufacturers,  held  at  the 
Holborn  Restaurant  on  November  26,  1936,  was  attended 
by  representatives  of  forty-five  manufacturers,  and  it  was 
at  that  meeting  that  the  first  C.F.  Committee  of  twelve 
members  (six  manufacturer  representatives  and  six  retailer 
representatives)  was  formed.  On  January  1,  1938,  a  whole- 
sale section  was  included,  and  in  1939  a  Propaganda  Com- 
mittee was  formed  to  maintain  and  increase  the  interests  of 
the  retailer  chemist  in  the  C.F.  movement. 

Standards  Committee  Established 

The  outbreak  of  war,  in  September  1939,  meant  that 
activities  of  the  Federation  were  seriously  restricted,  but  it 
was  during  that  difficult  period — in  1942 — that  the  Federation 
established  a  Standards  Committee,  whose  terms  of  refer- 
ence were  to  establish  and  administer,  for  the  protection  of 
the  public,  standards,  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to 
quality  and  presentation,  claims  made  in  respect  of,  and  the 
advertising  and  selling  of,  proprietary  preparations  and 
proprietary  surgical  dressings  which  are  included  in  the 
Chemists'  Friends  list. 

In  the  post-war  period  the  Federation  has  been  further 
strengthened  by  its  own  outside  representatives  and  local 
action  committees  who  encourage  active  interest  of  retailer 
members  in  the  Federation's  policy. 

Although  the  Chemists  Federation  can  look  back  on  its 
twenty-one  years'  progress  with  justifiable  pride,  it  is  con- 


cerned more  with  the  future  than  with  the  past,  and  the 
degree  of  success  which  the  Federation  can  achieve  in  the 
future  is  dependent  to  a  great  extent  on  the  support  given  by 
retailer  members. 

I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  those  who  have  worked  to 
build  the  Federation  to  its  present  high  level,  and  to  those 
who  strive  to  maintain  its  ideals.  They  are  an  example  to  all 
the  members  of  the  Federation.  By  ensuring  that  medicinal 
products  are  sold  by  those  properly  qualified  to  handle  them, 
C.F.  acts  for  the  benefit  and  protection  both  of  the  pharma- 
cist and  the  public.  I  would  ask  for  the  maximum  co-opera- 
tion and  support  of  all  retailer  pharmaceutical  chemists  so 
that  the  Federation's  work  is  maintained  and  strengthened 
in  the  public  interest.  G  £  MANN

The  other  chapters  deal  with  systema- 
tic administration  of  the  corticosteroids;  individual  diseases 
for  which  corticosteroid  therapy  is  indicated;  hydrocortisone 
in  dermatology,  in  ophthalmology,  and  by  injection;  and 
recent  advances  in  corticosteroid  therapy.  There  is  a  full 
bibliography  and  an  index.

The 
author  has  added  a  preface  in  which  he  refers  to  a  number 
of  recently  published  commercial  manuals  and  catalogues 
that  have  provided  information.

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LANDMARKS  IN  THE  CF  STORY 


ORIGINS 


1935,  February  9:  The  text  of  the 
"  Out  of  Friends  scheme  "...  is  as 
follows: — Any  member  who  considers 
that  a  firm  is  doing  something  to  the 
detriment  of  a  pharmacist  reports  to 
the  secretary.  The  Branch  committee 
investigates  and  reports.  If  the  com- 
mittee considers  it  necessary  the  firm 
is  approached  either  directly  or 
through  the  N.P.U.,  and  if  satisfaction 
is  not  obtained  the  members  in  the 
scheme  consider  themselves  "  out  of 
friends  "  with  the  firm,  and  bind  them- 
selves to  the  following  procedure  so 
far  as  that  particular  firm  is  con- 
cerned:— (1)  No  direct  order;  (2)  no 
bonus  order;  (3)  no  splitting  of  a  par- 
cel nor  taking  part  of  a  parcel  from 
anyone;  (4)  no  window  display;  (5)  no 
counter  display;  (6)  no  interview  with 
traveller  or  representative;  (7)  buy  in 
small  quantities  from  wholesaler;  (8) 
keep  and  recommend  a  substitute;  (9) 
sell  stamped  articles  whenever  possible. 

1935,  March  9:  The  Plymouth  "Out 
of  Friends  "  scheme,  said  the  chairman 
.  .  .  appeared  to  be  a  good  suggestion. 

1936,  February  22:  Mr.  Mallinson  re- 
marked "  There  are  about  140,000 
patent  medicine  vendors  throughout 
the  country.  That  means  that  there  are 
about  120,000  people  selling  things  we 
ought  to  be  selling.  ...  If  we  just  drift 
and  let  things  go  on  as  we  are  doing 
there  is  the  danger  that  we  shall  lose 
our  business  altogether.  .  .  .  The  fact 
that  the  chemist  '  down  the  road  '  sold 
it  was  a  hallmark  to  its  genuineness 
when  they  bought  it  from  the  grocer." 

1946,  November  23  :  I  may  perhaps  be 
allowed  to  recall  the  beginnings  of  the 
scheme  now  familiar  as  "  C.F."  It 
arose  from  the  "  Out  of  Friends " 
system  launched  in  a  modest  way  by 
the  Plymouth  and  District  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  exact 
date  of  that  effort  I  have  not  ascer- 
tained. 

1946,  December  28:  I  may  be  par- 
doned, therefore,  for  pointing  out  that 
the  scheme  now  known  as  "  C.F." 
originated  in  South  Wales,  and  dates 
back  to  the  early  part  of  1933 — two 
years  before  being  officially  adopted 
by  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 
An  original  "  Scheme  for  the  Protec- 
tion of  Chemists'  Interests,"  formu- 
lated by  a  South  Wales  Branch  mem- 
ber (August-September  1933)  was  pri- 
vately submitted  to  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  with 
Branch  support.  The  suggested  title 
was   "  British   Chemists'  Association." 

[Points  of  the  scheme  include]:  — 

Official  register  of  members  and  approved 
dealers. 


Wholesalers  to  give  undertaking  that  only 
those  on  register  will  be  supplied  with  pharma- 
ceutical products. 

Manufacturers  to  give  similar  undertaking. 

During  October  to  December  1933,  the 
scheme  was  fully  explained  and  for- 
mulated to  many  combined  branches 
of  the  area.  .  .  .  South  Wales  chemists 
having    unanimously    "  adopted "  the

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scheme,  a  representative  delegation  was 
appointed  to  meet  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallin- 
son (N.P.U.  secretary)  to  report  the 
reaction.  Mr.  Mallinson  travelled  to 
Cardiff  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the 
delegation  and  "  hearing  "  the  scheme. 
.  .  .  Mr.  Mallinson  promised  to  launch 
the  new  scheme,  but  sought  an  interim 
period  of  six  months  to  examine  the 
position.  ...  In  spite  of  many  efforts 
to  expedite  its  official  adoption,  the 
scheme  known  as  "  Chemists'  Friends," 
although  following  the  main  principles 
of  the  B.C.A.,  was  not  launched  until 
October  1935,  two  years  later. — Ifor  L. 
Richards. 

ACCENTUATING  THE 
POSITIVE 

1935,  February  23:  The  expression 
"  Out  of  Friends,"  describing  a  situa- 
tion between  the  manufacturing  or 
wholesale  trade  and  the  retail  chemist 
is  not  altogether  a  happy  one. 


1935,  March  23:  Sir,  —  I  do  think 
.  .  .  that  manufacturers  who  wish  to 
have  the  chem- 
ists' full  co- 
operation 
should  on  their 
part  organise 
themselves  into 
a  group  which 
might  be  called 
"  C  h  e  m  i  s  t  s' 


» 


Friends." 
They  should 
boldly  declare 
their  policy  of 
selling  their 
proprietary 
lines  through  chemists  only,  and  even 
join  an  association  which  would  pre- 
vent them,  under  penalties,  from  re- 
futing their  declared  policy.  The 
development  of  these  two  movements 
— "  Out  of  Friends  "  on  the  part  of 
the  chemists,  and  "  Chemists'  Friends  " 
on  the  part  of  the  manufacturers — 
would  clarify  the  whole  position. 
Chemists  would  then  know  that  they 
could  handle  certain  lines  with  abso- 
lute safety.  S.  Brook,  D.I.C.,  Managing 
director,  Westminster  Laboratories, 
Ltd. 


THE  IDEA  CATCHES  ON 

1935,  February  23:  It  was  unanimously 
decided  to  adopt  the  scheme  in  Leeds. 

1935,  May  18:  The  secretary  reported 
that  definite  promises  to  support  the 
"  Out  of  Friends "  scheme  had  been 
received  from  a  large  majority  of 
chemists  in  the  [Plymouth]  area. 

1935,  April  13:  The  chairman  stated 
that  he  had  no  fear  that  there  would 
be  any  want  of  success  in  Bradford 
with  the  obtaining  of  85  per  cent,  of 
signatures  in  favour. 

1935,  June  13:  At  a  monthly  meeting 
of   the    Huddersfield    Branch    of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  .  .  .  the  "  Out 
of  Friends  "  scheme  .  .  .  received  the 
hearty  approbation  of  the  Branch. 

1935,  March  23:  Sir,— The  "Out 
of  Friends  "  scheme  .  .  .  could  become 
a  very  effective  method  of  protecting 
chemists  against  all  unfair  treatment  by 
manufacturers.  When  a  new  proprie- 
tary is  marketed  the  manufacturer  will 
go  to  great  lengths  to  induce  the  chem- 
ist to  stock,  display  and  recommend  it. 
and  even  to  use  the  valuable  space  out- 
side the  shop  to  affix  signs.  For  all 
this  the  chemist  receives  his  usual 
"  trade  discount "  and  occasionally  a 
small  extra  bonus.  .  .  .  When  the  line 
has  become  well  known,  the  manufac- 
turer desires  to  extend  his  activities. 
He  then  discovers  that  there  are  more 
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than  130,000  medicine-licence  holders 
through  whom  he  could  very  advan- 
tageously sell  his  goods.  The  rights  of 
the  12,000  chemists,  without  whose 
help  he  could  not  have  established  his 
line  on  the  market,  are  ignored.  .  .  . 
Yet  it  is  clearly  recognised  that  a 
medicinal  article  which  could  only  be 
sold  by,  say,  grocers,  without  being 
shown  and  recommended  by  chemists, 
would  have  no  appeal  to  the  public.  It 
is  this  so-to-speak  "  certificate  "  of  the 
chemists  which  every  manufacturer 
must  have  to  establish  goodwill  for 
his  product.  The  "  Out  of  Friends  " 
scheme,  which  consists  of  no  displays 
of  any  description,  no  bonus  or  direct 
parcels  and  discouraging  by  every 
legitimate  means  the  sale  of  the  article, 
should  certainly  unite  in  giving  the 
scheme  their  whole-hearted  support. — 
S.  Brook,  D.I.C.,  Managing  director, 
Westminster  Laboratories,  Ltd. 

1935,  April  6:  Mr.  S.  Brook  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  his  letter  on  the 
"  Friends  "  movement.  I  hope  other 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  will 
take  immediate  steps  to  join.  From 
time  to  time  I  have  advocated  the  com- 
pilation of  a  list  of  names  of  firms 
pledged  to  supply  chemists  only  and 
I  welcome  this  sign  of  friendliness 
from  a  large  manufacturing  concern. 

1935,  October  26  :  A  general  meet- 
ing of  Birmingham  chemists  discussed 
the  "  Chemists'  Friends  "  scheme.  .  .  . 
A  resolution  to  support  the  scheme  was 
carried  unanimously. 

The  motion  "  That  this  meeting  of 
the  Liverpool  Chemists"  Association  is 
in  favour  of  the  '  Chemists'  Friends ' 
scheme  and  pledges  its  support "  was 
carried  unanimously. 

1935,  November  2  :  The  secretary  re- 
ported that  .  .  .  the  response  and  sup- 
port which  had  been  received  from 
members  had  been  extraordinary  .  .  . 
the  circular  had  been  sent  also  to  pon- 
members,  and  the  response  from  them 
had  been  equally  satisfactory. 

1935,  November  9 :  By  unanimous 
vote  between  500  and  600  London 
chemists  supported  the  motion  that 
they  were  in  favour  of  the  "  Chemists' 
Friends  "  scheme. 

1935,  December  21  :  Mr.  C.  J.  Yeates 
(a  member  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  Executive)  .  .  .  claimed 
that  already  about  1,000  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations,  including  some 
nationally  advertised,  had  been  placed 
on  the  list.  .  .  .  Some  of  the  manufac- 
turers who  had  come  in  were,  it  was 
stated,  picking  up  more  new  business 
than  they  could  readily  cope  with. 

1936,  October  24:  Mr.  C.  J.  Yeates  (a 
member  of  the  Executive)  said  that .  .  . 
today  more  than  forty  firms,  including 
the  "  cream "  of  the  manufacturing 
chemists  of  this  country,  were  on  the 
C.F.  list,  and  others,  including  national 
advertisers,  had  applied  for  admission. 


1937,  November  27 :  Mr.  E.  C.  Cripps 
.  .  .  said  that  the  C.F.  "  baby  "  was  now 
growing  up.  ...  A  year  ago  there  were 
forty-seven  manufacturers'  names  on 
the  list  of  Chemists'  Friends,  now  there 
were  seventy-three. 

1938,  November :  Now  eighty-eight 
manufacturer  members. 

1948,  February  7  :  Manufacturer  mem- 
bership was  now  up  to  156  firms,  pro- 
ducing some  thousands  of  the  leading 
products  of  pharmacy. 

A  BODY  AND  LIMBS 

1935,  May  4  :  The  Executive  received 
a  report  in  regard  to  the  members  who 
were  prepared  to  support  the  "  Out  of 
Friends  "  scheme,  and  gave  authority 
for  the  scheme  to  be  put  into  opera- 
tion. 

1935,  May  4:  The  Executive  decided 
to  institute  the  "  Chemists'  Friends " 
scheme  for  firms  who  were  willing  to 
restrict  their  trading  activities  to  the 
retail  drug  trade  for  fourteen  years. 
The  restriction  would  be  accepted 
under  this  scheme  either  in  respect  of 
individual  proprietary  articles  or  a 
firm's  general  trading  policy. 

1935,  October  3:  The  Executive  re- 
ceived a  report  ...  in  regard  to  the 
progress  of  the  "  Chemists'  Friends " 
scheme.  Invitations  to  co-operate  in 
the  scheme  had  been  sent  to  a  number 
of  manufacturers  and  very  satisfactory 
replies  had  been  received.  It  was  re- 
solved that  authority  be  given  to 
N.P.U.,  Ltd.,  to  make  agreements. . . . 
The  Executive  adopted  the  recommen- 
dation .  .  .  that  the  list  should  be  con- 
fined to  (1)  pharmaceutical  preparations 
of  therapeutic  character  and  (2) 
"  branded "  surgical  dressings  and 
medical  specialities. 

1935,  October  12  :  The  N.P.U.  Execu- 
tive feels  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  it  is  necessary  for  retail  chemists 
to  take  action  jointly  to  conserve  their 
interests  ...  it  feels  sure  that  the 
"  Chemists'  Friends "  scheme  will  be 
an  assured  success.  Members  will  rea- 
lise that  when  asking  manufacturers  to 
put  their  articles  on  the  "  Chemists' 
Friends  "  list  and  sign  a  binding  agree- 
ment, the  N.P.U.  Executive  must  be  in 
a  position  to  offer  a  quid  pro  quo  in 
the  shape  of  the  united  support  of  re- 
tail chemists.  Hence  success  or  failure 
of  this  effort  .  .  .  will  depend  upon  the 
initiative  and  energy  displayed  by 
chemists  in  supporting  the  firms  who 
are  prepared  to  restrict  their  business 
to  those  carrying  on  business  in 
accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
The  details  of-  the  Chemists'  Friends 
agreement  between  the  manufacturer 
and  the  N.P.U..  Ltd..  the  com- 
pany acting  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  [include  the 
following]:  — 

1.  The  goods  set  out  in  the  Schedule  hereto 
.  .  .  shall  be  sold  as  chemists'  lines  by  chemists 


only  and  may  be  marked  with  a  distinctive  mark 
.  .  .  indicating  that  such  goods  are  chemists' 
lines  sold  only  by  chemists. 

4.  The  manufacturers  may  sell  the  said  goods 
to  the  following  .  .  .  and  no  others,  namely:  — 

(a)  Wholesale  druggists  approved  in  writing  by 
the  company  who  agree  with  the  manufacturer  to 
withhold  supplies  from  all  persons  included  in 
this  clause. 

(b)  Persons  not  being  wholesale  druggists  who 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1852  to  1933,  or  any  Act  amending  the  same 
or  substituted  therefor. 

(c)  Such  other  professional  persons  or  classes 
of  professional  persons  as  the  company  shall  in 
writing  approve. 

(d)  Hospitals  and  approved  nursing  institutions. 
6.    The  company  hereby  agrees  with  the  manu- 
facturer .  .  .  :  — 

(i)  To  publish  and  circulate  to  all  members  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  a  monthly 
list  of  manufacturers  to  be  called  the  Chemists 
Friends  List.  .  .  . 

(ii)  To  recommend  to  members  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  that  they  shall:  — 

(a)  Recommend  and  push  the  sale  of  the  said 
goods  in  preference  to  similar  goods  of  manu- 
facturers not  included  in  the  said  list. 

(b)  Support  the  manufacturer  and  such  other 
manufacturers  as  aforesaid  by  periodical  window 
and  counter  displays  of  their  respective  goods. 

8.  On  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board 
of  directors  for  the  time  being  of  the  company 
of  a  breach  of  this  agreement  by  the  manufac- 
turer the  sum  of  £50  deposited  by  the  manufac- 
turer with  the  company  on  the  execution  thereof 
shall  be  forfeited.  .  .  . 

The  essence  of  the  scheme  is  that,  so 
long  as  the  manufacturer  is  prepared 
to  sell  his  products  through  retail 
chemists  only,  he  shall  receive  loyal 
support  and  every  encouragement  from 
chemists.  Conversely,  chemists  are  to 
make  their  influence  felt  upon  those 
manufacturers  who  wish  to  be  free  to 
tempt  outsiders  to  sell  chemists'  goods. 
In  other  words,  chemists  should  give 
priority  on  all  occasions  and  in  every 
way  to  the  goods  of  the  manufacturer 
who  is  willing,  under  the  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme,  to  reserve  them  to 
chemists,  and  should  withhold  that 
support  from  those  who  do  not  reserve 
their  lines  to  chemists. 

1942,  December  5  :  The  new  retailing 
conditions  constitute  the  boldest  step 
yet  taken  to  advance  and  consolidate 
the  policy  of  C.F.  By  introducing  this 
form  of  internal  discipline  in  the  trad- 
ing activities  of  over  6,000  individual 
retail  pharmacists  the  promoters  of  the 
scheme  have  given  tangible  evidence  of 
their  desire  to  provide  C.F.  manufac- 
turers with  an  equitable  contract. 

1935,  December  21  :  It  was  decided 
that  a  provisional  committee,  to  be 
known  as  the  Chemists'  Friends  Com- 
mittee, should  be  appointed  for  the 
first  twelve  months,  consisting  of  four 
representatives  of  manufacturers  and 
four  of  the  N.P.U.,  with  power  to  add 
to  their  number. 

1938,  December  3  :  A  proposal  that, 
in  view  of  the  continued  growth  of  the 
movement  and  its  increasing  effect  on 
all  sections  of  the  drug  trade,  control 
should  be  vested  in  a  body  comprising 
representatives  of  retail,  wholesale  and 
manufacturing  interests  .  .  .  was  adop- 
ted,   and   as    a    result    the  Chemists 
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Federation  Association  comes  into 
being.

1936,  January  25:  I  write  with  some 
concern  as  to  the  almost  total  indif- 
ference demonstrated  for  the  Scottish 
chemist  under  the  scheme. 

1936,  February  29:  After  due  con- 
sideration, the  Executive  Council  (of 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion) approved  the  principle  of  having 
a  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  for  Scot- 
land. 

1938,  February  26  :  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion a  mass  meeting  of  pharmacists 
. .  .  were  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
the  Federation  should  inaugurate  a 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme. 

1939,  December  2:  It  was  decided  to 
proceed  with  the  extension  to  Scotland 
— previously  postponed  at  the  outbreak 
of  hostilities — of  the  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme. 

1940,  April  27 :  A  Chemists'  Friends 
List  for  Scotland  has  been  issued  .  . . 
it  contains  the  names  of  sixty-one 
manufacturers  and  twenty-three  whole- 
salers, with  space  for  additions. 

1936,  February  8:  The  Ulster  Chem- 
ists Association  had  written  asking  the 
N.P.U.  to  extend  the  Chemists' 
Friends  agreement  to  Northern  Ireland. 
...  It  was  agreed  that,  wherever  the 
Ulster  Association  and  the  manufac- 
turers were  agreeable,  the  N.P.U. 
agreement  should  be  extended  to  cover 
Northern  Ireland. 


A  BLACK  SHEEP 

1940,  June  15 :  The  Council  considered 
the  position  of  a  firm  which  had  com- 
mitted breaches  of  its  C.F.  agreement, 
and  resolved  that  the  name  should  be 
removed  from  the  C.F.  list  and  infor- 
mation to  that  effect  published. 


UNDER  HOSTILE  FIRE 

1935,  December  7:  One  of  the  most 
frenzied  comments  on  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Scheme  is  the  outburst  in  The 
Grocer  of  November  30  by  Mr.  W. 
Herman  Kent,  national  secretary  of  the 
Grocers'  Federation.  .  .  The  familiar 
bogies  of  "  monopoly  "  and  "  restraint 
of  trade  "  are  raised,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  the  attention  of  the  Home  Secre- 
tary and  of  Parliament  will  have  to  be 
directed  to  the  monopoly-creating 
scheme  "  which  is  destined  to  abrogate 
the  authority  of  the  Legislature."  It  is 
unfortunate  that  Mr.  Kent  does  not 
explain  the  manner  in  which  the 
Chemists'  Friends  Scheme,  as  we  under- 
stand it,  is  likely  to  defeat  the  new 
legislation. 

1937,  November  27:  This  Association 
(Bath  and  District  Grocers')  notes  with 
concern  that  certain  firms,  who  have 
long  been  associated  with  the  grocery 
trade,  are  reserving  certain  of  their 
products  for  the  chemists  only. 

1936,  April  18  :  A  conference  of  grocery 
and  kindred  trade  organisations  to  con- 
sider the  Chemists  Federation  scheme 
was  held  in  London  recently.  .  .  The 
conference  stood  firmly  for  the  prin- 
ciple of  non-interference  with  the  usual 
channels  of  distribution. 

1936.  March  21:  This  Association  (the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion), which  has  conferred  such  solid 
benefits  on  retail  pharmacy  ...  is  being 
directly  challenged  by  this  will-o'-the- 
wisp  Chemists  Federation  scheme. 

1936.  March  14  :  The  P.A.T.A.  Council 
takes  the  view  that  the  Chemists  Fed- 
eration scheme  is  inimical  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  P.A.T.A.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  such  is  the  case  unless 
the  P.A.T.A.  is  a  one-sided  machine 
for  obtaining  price  protection,  now 
endangered  because  of  the  light  of 
publicity  being  brought  to  bear  on  the 
fact  that  what  was  a  drug-trade  organ- 
isation is  manipulated  by  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers  as  a  general 
traders'  organisation.  .  .  A  manufac- 
turer is  not  entitled  to  ask  in  regard  to 
an  advertised  article  anything  more 
than  free  and  willing  sales,  but  it 
appears  that  now  this  has  been  estab- 
lished in  the  chemists'  trade,  we  are  to 
be  asked  to  accept  the  further  duty  of 
advertising  the  goods  also  whilst  the 
manufacturer  is  to  be  at  liberty  to 
place  them  in  other  traders'  hands. 

1936,  June  6:  The  secretary  reported 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  P.A.T.A. 
intimating  that  so  far  as  that  body  was 
concerned  no  further  action  was  con- 
templated or  would  be  taken  in  regard 
to  the  Chemists  Federation  scheme. 

1936,  May  2  :  The  result  of  the  voting 
in  the  referendum  issued  by  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  regarding  the  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme  .  .  .  was  as  follows: —

Cards  sent  out  numbered  9,076  (members 
6.932;  non-members  2.144).  Cards  returned 
totalled  4,933  (members  4,373;  non-members  560). 
The  percentage  returned  is  54.3  (members  63  0; 
non-members  26-1).  The  6,932  cards  sent  to 
members  represent  8,590  shops. 

1936,  May  16:  A  meeting  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Association  of  Great  Britain 
was  .  .  .  called  to  discuss  the  "Chemists' 
Friends  scheme.  .  .  The  subcommittee 
gave  ...  the  results  of  the  referendum 
taken  by  the  N.P.U.  on  the  manufac- 
turers' proposals.  .  .  After  consideration 
of  the  subcommittee's  report,  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  passed:- — 

1.  That  the  N.P.U.  be  informed  that  the  Asso- 
ciation have  nothing  to  add  to  the  offer  contained 
in  their  letter  of  April  6.  and  consequently  can- 
not admit  the  point  of  view  that  the  Executive 
of  the  N.P.U.  are  entitled  to  dictate  to  the  manu- 
facturers how  they  shall  sell  their  goods,  thereby 
diminishing  the  trade  and  profits  of  the  retail 
chemist  by  placing  restrictions  on  the  goods  he 
is  entitled  to  push  and /or  display. 

2.  That  the  results  of  the  referendum  clearly 
indicate  that  only  a  small  percentage  of  retail 
chemists  support  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme. 

3.  That  the  Association  regret  that  the 
N.P.U.,  in  sending  out  questions  to  the  retail 
pharmacists,  failed  to  consult  with  the  Associa- 
tion so  that  the  issues  could  have  been  properly 
defined  and  the  questions  to  be  answered  fully 
appreciated  by  those  to  whom  they  were  ad- 
dressed. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  Association  re- 
frain from  joining  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme 
and  undertake  to  support  the  Committee  in  any 
action  they  may  consider  it  advisable  to  take. 

1941,  December  6  :  The  new  conditions 
created  by  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act  are  a  challenge  to 
the  Association  and  its  fundamental 
principles.  The  Council  is  confident 
in  the  future  of  the  Association 

THE  WHOLESALERS 
COME  IN 

1937,  December  4:  The  principle  of  the 
distribution  of  C.F.  products  bv  whole- 
sale being  confined  to  firms  included 
in  a  list  of  wholesalers  approved  for 
this  purpose  having  been  agreed  by 
the  adoption  of  the  recommendation 
made  by  the  C.F.  committee,  a  memor- 
andum on  the  proposal,  together  with 
a  provisional  list  compiled  by  the  com- 
mittee, was  considered. 
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CHANGE  OF  STATUS 

1946,  September  28:  The  secretary  re- 
ported that  all  members  had  been  cir- 
culated in  connexion  with  the  proposed 
change  from  Chemists'  Friends  to 
Chemists  Federation. 

1946,  October  26:  The  secretary  re- 
ported that  the  necessary  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  total  membership  of 
the  Association  had  signified  their 
approval  of  the  proposed  change  of 
name  from  Chemists'  Friends  Asso- 
ciation to  the  Chemists  Federation.  It 
was  resolved  to  communicate  this  fact 
to  the  registrar  of  trade  unions,  whose 
approval  was  necessary  before  the 
change  could  be  made. 

1946,  November  23 :  The  secretary  re- 
ported that  all  the  conditions  necessary 
for  the  change  of  name  from  the 
Chemists'  Friends  Association  to  the 
Chemists  Federation  had  been  com- 
pleted and  only  the  formal  approval 
of  the  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies 
was  required. 

PROPAGANDA 

1937,  July  10:  Leeds  Branch  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  is 
arranging  a  series  of  simultaneous  dis- 
plays of  Chemists  Federation  goods. 

1938,  January  29:  The  North  London 
Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  organised  with 
Philips  Yeast  Products,  Ltd.,  a  simul- 
taneous C.F.  window  display  from  Jan- 
uary 10  to"  20. 

1938,  April  16:  Mr.  J.  Evans  .  .  .  gave 
a  short  summary  of  the  recent  work 
of  the  Chemists  Federation  Committee, 
disclosing  that  the  committee  would 
shortly  issue  a  list  of  wholesalers  who 
had  agreed  to  supply  C.F.  lines  to 
chemists  only. 

1939,  May  20:  The  constitution  and 
rules  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Asso- 
ciation have  been  issued  in  the  form 
of  a  booklet,  copies  of  which  are  ob- 
tainable from  the  secretary. 

1939,  September  23 :  The  first  issue  of 
the  Chemists'  Friends  list  has  been 
published  and  is  being  circulated  to 
every  chemist  in  Great  Britain,  to  every 
Chemists  Federation  manufacturer,  and 
to  every  wholesaler  whose  name 
appears  in  the  list  of  approved  whole- 
salers. 

1946,  July  20 :  A  specimen  C.F.  show 
stand  was  submitted  by  Dr.  S.  Brook 
.  .  .  and  the  secretary  was  instructed 
to  place  an  order  for  the  supply  of 
these  stands.  It  was  resolved  that  they 
be  offered  for  sale  to  chemists. 

1947,  March  8 :  The  president  sub- 
mitted for  discussion  a  memorandum 
on  a  proposed  publicity  and  pro- 
paganda fund  to  establish  "  C.F."  as  a 
hall-mark  of  quality  and  to  obtain  the 
confidence  of  the  public  in  the  products 
of  C.F.  manufacturers. 


1947,  December  20:  It  was  decided  to 
adopt  publicity  measures,  including : 
1  The  wider  distribution  of  C.F. 
standards  brochures.  2.  The  monthly 
distribution  to  retailers  of  calendar 
blotters.  3.  The  quarterly  publication 
of  an  abridged  edition  of  the  C.F. 
Bulletin.  4.  The  periodical  issue  to 
chemists  of  folder  postcards  containing 
a  list  of  C.F.  products  recommended 
for  seasonal  display.  5.  The  purchase 
of  1,000  hanging  plaques  or  other  dis- 
play pieces  in  transparent  plastic  for 
free  issue  to  retailers  who  undertook 
to  use  them  effectively.  6.  The  supply 
to  retailers,  for  distribution  to  the 
public,  of  printed  leaflets  explaining  the 
work  and  objects  of  the  Federation. 

1 948,  October  23  :  The  Chemists  Feder- 
ation has  issued  a  64-page  list  of  C.F. 
manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  pro- 
ducts. 

1951,  November  3 :  The  Chemists 
Federation  has  made  available  a  com- 
plete set  of  C.F.  window  display 
material  plus  twelve  months'  service,  at 
a  cost  of  25s. 

1953.  September  19 :  The  council 
approved  a  draft  of  The  Chemists' 
Friend,  a  new  C.F.  publication  which 
will  be  sent  periodically  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Federation. 

RAISING  THE 
STANDARDS 

1935,  November  9  :  Mr.  Mallinson  said 
.  .  .  the  primary  object  of  the  move- 
ment was  to  secure  to  chemists  the 
sale  of  proprietary  medicines  and  sur- 
gical goods.  .  .  The  second  point  was 
that  they  desired  to  prevent  the 
chemists'  goodwill  from  being  ex- 
ploited .  .  .  The  third  point  was  to  re- 
establish the  principle  of  medicines  be- 
ing sold  under  the  control  of  chemists, 
which  ought  to  be  the  prime  object  of 
everyone  engaged  in  pharmacy. 

1936,  February  1  :  Mr.  C.  J.  Yeates  .  .  . 
contended  that  though  designed  pri- 
marily to  benefit  chemists,  the  scheme 
was  in  the  public  interest. 

1936,  March  28:  I  think  the  majority 
of  pharmacists  will  agree  that,  ethically, 
the  demands  of  those  who  have  framed 
the  scheme  are  just.  It  is  surely  right 
that  pharmacists  alone  should  sell 
medicinal  specialities,  for  the  reason 
that  they  of  all  traders  know,  or  should 
know,  what  they  are  selling. 

1938,  April  16:  The  speaker  felt  it 
was  necessary  that  pharmacists  should 
take  steps  to  ensure  that  any  prepara- 
tion coming  on  to  the  C.F.  scheme 
was  such  that  they  could  conscien- 
tiously recommend  it. 

1938,  April  30:  The  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted:  "That  this  meeting 
of  the  pharmacists  of  Coventry  and 
district  considers  that  no  preparation 
should  be  accepted  on  the  Chemists 


Simultaneous  local  displays  have  been  a  feature 
of  C.F.  from  a  very  early  stage.  The  display 
illustrated  was  at  a  Blackburn  pharmacy  as  part 
of  a  concerted  scheme  arranged  between  Rexall 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Loughborough,  and  the  local

Federation  list  unless  it  is  proved  to  be 
therapeutically  sound." 

1941,  November  15:  A  resolution  was 
passed  that  all  future  applications  from 
new  companies  for  inclusion  of  their 
names  in  the  C.F.  list  should  be  sub- 
jected to  inquiries  before  being  brought 
before  the  Council. 

1942,  August  15:  Lengthy  discussion 
took  place  on  the  standards  to  be  re- 
quired by  the  council  before  a  pro- 
duct could  in  future  be  accepted  for 
inclusion  in  the  C.F.  list.  Every  mem- 
ber expressed  views,  and  all  agreed 
that  some  change  in  the  present  method 
of  considering  applications  from 
manufacturers  was  desirable. 

1942,  October  10:  The  report  of  the 
first  meeting  of  the  C.F.  Standards 
Committee  was  received  and  adopted 
with  slight  modification.  It  was  re- 
solved that  all  future  applications  for 
inclusion  of  products  in  the  C.F.  list 
should  be  classified  into  three  groups: 
Group  A:  Preparations  sold  mainly  on 
prescription  or  used  by  doctors;  Group 
B:  Preparations  widely  advertised  to 
the  public;  Group  C:  Preparations  sold 
mainly  by  window  display  or  by  per- 
sonal recommendation  on  the  part  of 
the  chemist.  Recommendations  of  the 
committee  as  to  standards  that  should 
apply  to  each  group  were  approved.  It 
was  resolved  that  the  standards  should 
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not  be  retrospective,  but  that  all  exist- 
ing CF.  products  should  be  examined 
when  the  present  agreements  expired 
to  ascertain  whether  they  reached  the 
required  standards  .  .  .  The  propaganda 
committee  was  instructed  to  prepare 
a  prospectus  setting  out  the  objects  and 
aims  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Asso- 
ciation, together  with  a  broad  outline 
of  the  standards  required. 
1943,  March  6:  It  was  resolved  that 
the  rules  given  below  should  be  applied 
to  all  future  applications,  the  final  de- 
cision remaining  with  the  council. 

That  claims  made  in  advertisements, 
literature,  labels  and/or  packing 
material  .  .  .  must  be  reasonable  in 
relation  to  the  formula,  and  special 
claims  must  be  supported  by  experi- 
mental or  clinical  data.  The  litera- 
ture and  directions  must  safeguard  the 
public  against  misuse. 

1946,  February  9:  The  secretary  also 
explained  that  the  CF.  Standards  Com- 
mittee had  recently  appointed  a  medi- 
cal adviser,  to  whom  any  preparation 
could  be  submitted  for  an  opinion  and 
report  when  necessary. 

1947.  February  8  :  Mr.  E.  W.  Godding 
.  .  .  said  :  "  We  are,  at  present,  the 
only  body  which  has  yet  attempted  to 
set  up  what  I  would  call  comprehensive 
standards,  rules  and  regulations  in  rela- 
tion to  (a)  the  quality,  (b)  methods  of 
advertising  and  selling,  and  (c)  claims 
for  proprietary  medicinal  preparations. 

1947,  February  8  :  The  Federation  has 
refused  acceptance  of  preparations 
which  have  been  recommended  for  the 
treatment  or  cure  of  a  number  ot  con- 
ditions including  the  following  :  (a) 
Duodenal  and  gastric  ulcer;  (b)  con- 
vulsions; (c)  ear-ache;  (d)  impetigo;  (e-) 
diseases  of  the  eye;  (f)  psoriasis;  (g) 
women's  complaints,  so  described  as 
to  indicate  the  procuring  of  abortion 
or  miscarriage;  (h)  persistent  insomnia; 
(i)  phlebitis." 

1951,  July  21  :  The  council  read  a  re- 
port upon  the  cooperation  of  several 
CF.  manufacturers  in  amending  the 
claims  made  for  their  CF.  products 
following  'suggestions  made  by  the 
council. 

1948,  April  3:  The  Council  has  made 
representations  to  the  Chancellor 
pointing  out  that  the  Federation  is  the 
only  body  which  has  adopted  compre- 
hensive standards  to  cover  all  aspects 
of  the  marketing  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines. 

1950,  February  4:  Dr.  O.  C.  Carter 
(chairman,  British  Medical  Association 
committee  on  the  advertising  and  sale 
of  proprietary  medicines)  .  .  .  said  he 
had  read  their  Code  of  Standards  and 
he  considered  they  had  made  an  excel- 
lent beginning. 

1950,  February  4  :  The  standards  will 
no  doubt  require  revision  from  time 
to  time  in  the  light  of  changing  con- 
ditions, but  they  have  proved  to  be 
a  practical  basis  for  ensuring  a  rigid 


code  of  ethics  in  the  production,  pub- 
licity and  distribution  of  -this  class  of 
preparation. 

1955,  January  22:  Mr.  H.  Noble  (sec- 
retary, N.P.U.)  pointed  out  that  .  .  . 
it  might  seem  to  be  a  little  unrealistic 
to  attempt  to  sell  to  the  public  the  idea 
that  CF.  articles  were  good  products 
because  they  measured  up  to  standards 
which  the  Federation  had  themselves 
devised  and  imposed.  .  .  It  might  be 
desirable  that  such  a  code  should  be 
devised  outside  of  pharmacy  if  mem- 
bers were  to  have  confidence  in  it. 

INSIGNIA 

1946,  November  6  :  At  a  luncheon  held 
in  London  on  November  7,  a  presiden- 
tial chain  and  badge  of  office  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Chemists  Federation 
(formerly  Chemists'   Friends  Associa-

1948.  December  18  :  It  was  decided  that 
manufacturers  should  be  asked  to  dis- 
continue using  in  their  advertisements 
and  on  their  labels  the  now  obsolete 
symbol  incorporating  the  words 
"  Chemists'  Formula  " 
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THE  FUTURE  OF  CF-A  Critical  Assessment 

By  E.  W.  Godding,  M.P.S. 


IF  the  Government's  attitude  to  monopolies  could  be  ex- 
pressed in  a  slogan  it  might  be  that  no  monopoly  will  be 
allowed  to  continue  unless  it  can  be  shown  to  operate 
in  the  public  interest.  By  satisfying  that  criterion  the  C.F. 
will  find  its  justification. 

What  then  is  required  of  an  "approved"  monopoly? 
There  can  be  little  question  that  a  specialised  service  must 
be  provided.  Monopolies  of  varying  degree  are  granted  to 
doctors,  dentists,  nurses,  veterinary  surgeons  and  pharma- 
cists. All  are  based  on  the  application  of  specialised  know- 
ledge and  skill  in  their  various  fields.  Safeguards  for  the 
public  interest  lie  in  the  various  educational  and  examination 
requirements,  and  in  the  sanctions,  legal  and  otherwise, 
ready  to  be  applied  for  misdemeanours  and  professional 
negligence.  The  trade  unions  may  be  said  to  exercise 
monopolistic  control  over  the  work  carried  out  by  workers 
in  skilled  trades.  Though  lacking  in  public  safeguards,  that 
"  monopoly  "  must  also  be  considered  in  the  same  light  of 
service. 

How  does  the  C.F.  stand  in  relation  to  that  fundamental 
position?  There  can  be  no  question  but  that  there  is  sound 
reason  behind  the  exhortation  "  Buy  medicines  from  your 
chemist,  he  understands  them."  I  hasten  to  add  my  opinion 
that,  in  spite  of  weaknesses  I  shall  describe,  it  would  be  a 
sorry  day  for  the  public  welfare  if  any  Government  action 
weakened  the  importance  of  the  chemist  as  the  retail  dis- 
tributor of  medicines. 

The  special  knowledge  and  skill  of  the  pharmacist,  in 
relation  to  his  function  as  dispenser,  requires  no  discussion. 
But  what  professional  service  does  he  provide  in  the  distri- 
bution of  household  proprietary  medicines?  Does  the  pub- 
lic, in  fact,  benefit  by  purchasing  Blank's  XYZ  from  the 
chemist  rather  than  from  the  bazaar  or  drug  store?  The 
answer  in  my  view,  is  that,  even  though  in  many  instances 
it  is  an  unqualified  assistant  who,  without  comment,  hands 


over  a  prepacked  medicine  (and  in  many  situations  that  may 
be  all  that  is  required)  the  chemist  is  always  there,  albeit 
in  the  background,  to  give  advice  or  guidance  when  required. 
Furthermore,  he  has  collectively  set  up  for  himself  expert 
machinery  in  the  Standards  Committee  of  the  Federation 
to  examine  in  detail  the  formulation  and  presentation  of, 
and  the  claims  made  for,  a  large  group  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines which  he  knows  can  be  safely  and  properly  used  by 
his  own  customers. 

In  principle,  therefore,  the  C.F.  is  soundly  based,  and 
such  weaknesses  as  exist  are  matters  of  application.  It 
seems  to  me  that  two  are  crucial  if  the  C.F.  is  to  make  a 
major  contribution  to  the  future  welfare  of  pharmacy  and 
to  the  health  of  the  nation. 

The  first  is  that  the  status  of  the  C.F.  Standards  Com- 
mittee is  not  sufficiently  high,  and  the  second  that  the  phar- 
macist does  not  take  a  sufficiently  critical  interest  in  all  the 
household  remedies  that  pass  over  his  counter.  Automatic 
and  uncritical  distribution  of  proprietary  medicines  is  for 
the  drug  store  and  the  bazaar:  the  pharmacist,  technically 
knowledgeable  on  all  medicinal  preparations  can,  and 
should,  give  expert  guidance  as  required.  At  the  root  of 
the  matter  lies  the  problem  of  education  and  training,  and 
that  indicates  the  need  for  the  closest  collaboration  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

On  the  status  of  the  C.F.  Standards  Committee  may  I, 
with  some  personal  experience  of  that  Committee's  work, 
say  that  it  has  done  a  grand  job  for  pharmacy,  and  that  its 
work  continues  in  an  unpretentious  but  entirely  useful  man- 
ner. My  criticism  is  that  in  any  specialised  field  the  status 
of  an  adjudicating  body  suffers,  in  the  eyes  of  other  pro- 
fessional organisations,  of  interested  Government  depart- 
ments, of  its  own  members,  and  ultimately  of  the  public 
itself,  if  its  constitution  derives  solely  from  those  having  a 
direct  interest  in  the  decisions  taken. 

But  the  problem  is  most  difficult  to  solve.  Always  there 
loom  the  fear  of  losing  control  of  one's  own  affairs,  fear 
of  the  proceedings  becoming  too  academic,  and,  perhaps 
the  least  recognised,  fear  of  expressing  one's  own  views 
in  the  presence  of  "  experts."  With  the  C.F.,  which  has  a 
solid  background  of  established  service,  none  of  those  fears 
need  be  realised,  and  the  appointment  of  a  limited  number 
of  experts  from  allied  professions  to  assist  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Standards  Committee  could  have  the  most  important 
effects  on  the  whole  future  of  the  C.F.  movement.  May  I 
stress  that  the  requirement  of  constant  expert  advice  is  not 
met  by  the  setting  up  of  an  expert  consultative  panel,  how- 
ever distinguished,  that  in  practice  may  not  be  consulted 
from  one  year's  end  to  the  other. 

While,  therefore,  the  claims  of  C.F.  for  recognition  as  a 
justifiable  monopoly  are  substantial,  they  could  be  strength- 
ened considerably  if  certain  issues  are  faced  fairly  and 
squarely,  and  the  necessary  effort  unremittingly  applied  by 
all  sections  of  the  Federation. 

What  is  the  expected  "return"  for  such  effort?  The 
main  effect  would  surely  be  a  steady  rise  in  the  pharma- 
cist's standing  with  the  public  and  the  Government.  He 
would  become  more  and  more  recognised  as  the  essential 
medium  for  the  distribution,  by  retail,  of  all  worth-while 
medicines.  The  manufacturer  would  no  longer  be  the  Aunt 
Sally  of  political  parties,  but  would  be  regarded  as  having, 
too,  his  essential  and  useful  place  in  the  health  services  of 
the  nation.  The  C.F.  list  of  approved  remedies  must  first 
be  beyond  criticism,  and  the  retailer  must  "  know  his  medi- 
cines." 

Finally,  may  I  quote  a  friend  who  said :  "  Within  the  C.F. 
lies  the  possibility  of  greater  benefit  to  pharmacy  than  in 
any  other  movement  of  today."

(and  Chemists  as  the  Villains)? 

The  case  the  Government  put  up  in  support  of  the 
new  prescription  charges  (see  p.  620)  was  decidedly 
weak.  One  of  the  arguments  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
was  that  the  old  levy  system  gave  rise  to  grave  in- 
equality as  between  the  patient  with  one  or  two,  and 
the  patient  with  a  larger  number  of,  items  per  form. 
The  Minister's  inference  was  that  patients  will  now  be 
dealt  with  on  a  fair  and  equal  basis.  But  how  real  will 
that  equality  be?  Will  the  patient  who  receives  in  a 
fortnight,  on  three  separate  prescriptions,  8  oz.  of  a 
mixture  be  on  a  par  with  the  patient  who  receives,  in 
the  same  period,  one  prescription  for  two  12  oz.  quanti- 
ties of  the  same  mixture?  The  fact  is  that  the  argument 
of  equality  is  specious.  The  shilling  charge,  whether 
it  be  levied  on  the  form  or  on  the  item,  is  arbitrary. 
It  is  inherently  unequal  in  its  incidence. 

The  Minister  produced  figures  that  purported  to 
show  how  much  a  cardiac  patient,  for  example,  would 
pay  under  the  old  and  new  systems,  as  against  what 
a  diabetic  patient  would  pay.  The  figures  he  gave 
showed  that,  under  both  the  old  and  the  new  systems, 
one  cardiac  patient  might,  in  a  year,  pay  double  the 
amount  another  patient  in  like  case  might  pay,  according 
to  whether  he  received  his  drugs  weekly  or  fortnightly. 

So  much  for  equality!  It  is  assumed  by  the  Minister 
that  the  diabetic,  on  the  other  hand,  would  receive  his 
medicine  at  two-  or  three-monthly  intervals,  and  would 
in  consequence  pay,  under  the  old  system,  6s.  or  4s., 
but  under  the  new  27s.  or  17s.,  in  a  year,  thus  promot- 
ing greater  equality  between  the  chronic  diabetic  and 
the  chronic  heart  case.  The  Minister  was  obviously 
trying  to  counter  the  argument  that  patients  with 
chronic  diseases  are  going  to  suffer  most  under  the  new 
regime.  But  apparently  all  he  could  show  was  that 
the  "  suffering  "  will  be  levelled  upward.  The  dice  will 
still  be  loaded  against  the  chronic  patient. 

If  the  Minister  was  genuinely  concerned  about  in- 
equality the  remedy  was  ready  to  hand.  He  had  only 
to  seek  an  increase  of  a  penny  or  twopence  in  the 
National  Insurance  contribution.  The  Minister  ad- 
mitted that  only  £36  millions  came  to  the  National 
Health  Service  from  the  weekly  contributions  to 
National  Insurance.  He  offered  no  reason  why  that 
sum  should  be  regarded  as  sacrosanct  when  an  extra 
£5  millions  is  needed  by  the  Nation.  He  said  he  be- 
lieved the  new  levy  to  be  the  best  means  of  finding 
that  sum.  Did  he  mean  the  method  least  troublesome 
to  the  Health  Ministry? 


Sir  Hugh  Linstead  (one  of  the  secretaries  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  supported  the  Minister  in  re- 
jecting an  increase  in  insurance  contributions.  He  was 
sure,  he  said,  that  the  original  Beveridge  recommenda- 
tion was  right  that  the  Health  Service  should  not  be 
linked  to  any  scheme  of  insurance.  But  the  National 
Insurance  system  is  not  a  true  insurance  scheme  any- 
how. Its  benefits  are  not  directly  related  to  contri- 
butions, and  there  is  already  a  link  between  National 
Insurance  and  the  National  Health  Service.  It  is  there- 
fore rather  late  in  the  day  to  stickle  for  any  such  purist 
"  principle." 

Sir  Hugh  argued  that,  because  the  cost  of  the  Service 
was  now  four  times  (surely  he  meant  three  times)  the 
original  Beveridge  estimate,  patients  could  afford  to 
make  a  contribution  towards  that  cost.  But  his  argu- 
nt&nt  rather  lost  force  because  he  also  admitted  that 
the  Service  was,  if  anything,  costing  [relatively]  less  to- 
day than  it  did  in  1948.  Why,  therefore,  should  patients 
now  be  called  upon  to  make  a  contribution?  The 
argument  was  not  pursued  in  detail.  Perhaps  that  was 
just  as  well,  for  is  there  not  something  disingenuous,  or 
at  least  ironical,  about  invoking  Beveridge 's  name  to 
justify  a  payment  by  patients? 

One  of  the  most  invidious,  if  not  offensive,  statements 
of  the  Minister  was  that  the  charge  was  in  fact  "  less 
than  the  average  dispensing  fee."  The  drug  or  appliance 
was  therefore,  he  alleged,  "  absolutely  free  to  the 
patient."  Hansard  records  some  Members  as  having,  at 
that  point,  exclaimed:  "Oh."  Small  wonder!  Our 
readers  may  find  it  hard  to  decide  whether  the  injustice 
of  the  Minister's  remark  is  greater  to  the  English  lan- 
guage or  to  the  pharmacist.  The  inference  is  certainly 
that  the  dispensing  fee  is  a  charge  that  is  added  to  the 
actual  value  of  the  goods  and  that  it  is  a  kind  of  bonus 
or  unwarranted  payment  to  the  pharmacist  for  goods 
which  should  presumably  be  handed  to  the  patient  at  cost 
price.  The  remark  is  tendentious,  too,  in  so  far  as 
it  suggests  that  the  charge  is  levied  for  the  pharmacist'- 
benefit.  It  is  certainly  not  calculated  to  make  any 
easier  the  pharmacist's  relations  with  the  public,  al- 
ready difficult  enough  in  connection  with  the  charge. 
The  contractors'  representatives  should,  and  no  doubt 
will,  protest  strongly  to  the  Minister  against  the  attitude 
he  has  taken  up. 

CF  Attains  its  Majority 

We  join  with  pharmacists  generally  in  congratulating 
the  Chemists  Federation  on  having  arrived  at  its 
twenty-first  birthday.  With  individuals,  the  occasion 
is  by  custom  made  memorable  to  the  celebrant  by  the 
ceremonial  handing-over  of  a  key  to  the  front  door  of 
the  home.  As  the  CF  story,  given  on  other  pages  of 
this  issue,  shows,  the  Federation  has  had  an  expanding 
and  developing  history.  A  number  of  landmarks  mark 
its  progress  towards  maturity.  One  of  our  contributors, 
himself  a  former  president  of  the  Federation,  suggests 
that  there  is  still  one  important  step  that  might,  and  per- 
haps ought  to  be,  taken,  before  the  Federation  can  claim 
adult  status  in  the  fullest  sense.  We  believe  he  makes 
out  a  good  case,  which  every  member  of  CF  would 
be  wise  to  study.  No  doubt  other  changes  may  be  in 
store  for  the  Federation  in  the  years  to  come,  some 
possibly  imposed  and  others  resulting  from  that  con- 
tinuing evolution  that  must  take  place  in  any  organi- 
sation, as  in  every  organism,  if  it  is  to  continue  to 
live  and  thrive.  We  wish  it  an  expanding  future.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


A  sign  of  the  growing  status  of  Britain — pharmaceutical^ 
speaking — in  the  international  sphere  is  the  presence  in 
England  of  a  fact-finding  mission  from  Jugo-Slavia.  Jugo- 
slav pharmacy  suffered  grievously  from  the  1939^5  war. 
A  distressingly  high  proportion  of  its  pharmacies  were 
wrecked  in  the  hostilities,  and  two  of  its  training  centres 
for  pharmacists  ceased  functioning.  The  results  were  an  acute 
shortage  of  both  premises  and  personnel  and  the  need  to 
organise  a  radical  reconstruction  of  the  country's  pharma- 
ceutical services.  The  subjects  which  the  two  members  of 
the  mission — Messrs.  Jovovic  (president  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  of  Jugo-Slavia)  and  Djordjevic  (its  secre- 
tary)— have  come  over  specially  to  study  are  the  organisa- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  research  and  the  control  of  phar- 
maceutical products  in  Britain.  The  average  British  pharma- 
cist would  tend  to  say  they  could  pick  up  quite  a  lot  on 
the  first  subject,  but  would  not  take  long  to  find  out  all 
there  was  to  know  on  the  second.  He  would  be  overlook- 
ing, perhaps,  the  restraint  imposed  by  the  need  of  any 
manufacturer  who  aimed  to  remain  in  production  on  an 
important  scale  never  to  put  his  reputation  in  jeopardy  with 
an  unsound  or  doubtful  product.  Our  Jugo-Slav  visitors, 
while  they  might  master  the  subtleties  of  that  situation, 
might  still  not  be  able  to  apply  it  in  their  own  Communist 
country.  At  least  they  will  be  able  while  here  to  fulfil 
anolher  aim  of  their  visit:  to  bring  themselves  up  to  date 
on  pharmaceutical  progress.  Questions  of  control  aside, 
it  is  doubtful  whether  any  country,  apart  from  the  United 
States,  could  show  a  greater  advance  than  Britain  in  trans- 
lating into  actual  products  of  healing  the  most  recent  find- 
ings of  medical  research.  In  Jugo-Slavia,  only  about  six 
pharmaceutical  factories  are  understood  to  exist,  three  of 
them  small.  They  do  not  produce  the  more  complex  modern 
synthetic  medicaments  and  still  must  import  from  other 
countries  (including  Britain)  many  products  needed  for 
health  and  healing,  though  they  try  to  be  selective.  The 
stay  in  Britain  of  the  two  distinguished  representatives  of 
Jugo-Slavia  will,  we  hope,  with  the  expert  help  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  mapping-out  a  time  table  of  visits 
and  interviews,  be  profitable,  informative  and  enjoyable. 

★ 

The  Pharmaceutical  Union  of  Jugo-Slavia  is  an  umbrella 
organisation  comprising  representatives  of  the  separate 
pharmaceutical  associations  in  each  of  the  six  republics 
that  make  up  the  country  (though  Serbia  has  two).  Mem- 
bership is  voluntary  and  the  subscription  nominal,  the 
finances  being  provided,  in  the  main,  by  the  State.  The 
presidency  of  the  Union  goes  in  turn  to  the  presidents  of 
the  component  Societies,  this  year's  turn  going  to  Montene- 
gro and  Mr.  Jovovic,  manager  of  the  one  and  only  phar- 
macy in  Titograd,  a  town  of  20,000  inhabitants.  That  is 
not  so  very  different  from  the  national  average,  for  there 
are  1,000  pharmacies  for  a  total  population  of  17|  million 
people,  but  the  relatively  small  number  of  pharmacies  is 
not  by  intention.  Nor  is  their  incidence  uniform.  Where 
pharmacies  survived  the  war  they  have  been  kept  on,  so 
that  some  of  the  larger  towns  may  have  one  pharmacy  to 
5,000  inhabitants.  It  follows  that  in  other  areas  patients 
may  have  to  go  remarkable  distances  (up  to  twenty  miles) 
to  the  nearest  pharmacy.  That  is  an  effect  of  the  shortage 
of  pharmacists,  of  whom  there  are  3,000,  about  500  in 
industry,  schools  and  other  posts  not  directly  concerned 
with  the  supply  of  medicines  to  patients.  Each  pharmacy 
is  the  property  of  the  local  authority,  which  engages  the 
pharmacist  manager.  The  remainder  of  the  staff,  both 
qualified  and  unqualified,  are  engaged  by  a  committee  of 
the  authority.  Usually  there  are  from  five  to  nine  persons 
on  the  staff  of  a  pharmacy,  including  the  manager  and  one 
or  two  other  pharmacists.  The  employee  may  change  his 


job,  but  must  remain  in  each  post  for  at  least  twelve  months. 
He  reaches  managerial  grade  after  a  training  period  of 
four  years  and  one  term,  after  a  full  secondary  education. 
The  male  graduate  then  has  a  year  of  military  service,  two 
years"  practical  experience  and  another  examination  to 
prove  that  he  knows  how  to  apply  his  pharmaceutical  know- 
ledge and  knows,  too,  all  about  the  organisation  of  the 
Health  Service.  Male  entrants  are,  however,  in  the  minority. 
Military  pharmacy  has  a  much  higher  status  in  Jugo-Slavia 
than  in  Britain,  and  indeed  Mr.  Djordjevic.  the  secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Union,  is  concerned  with  the  train- 
ing of  military  pharmacists.  In  the  Jugo-Slav  army  a  phar- 
macist who  is  making  military  pharmacy  his  career  starts 
at  the  rank  of  sub-lieutenant.  He  may  rise  to  Major.  It  is 
provided  that  head  of  the  service  may  hold  the  rank  of 
General,  but  at  present  no  officer  has  that  seniority,  the 
rank  of  the  current  head  being  lieutenant-colonel. 

★ 

Common  salt  has  leapt  into  the  news  recently  with  a  report 
from  Paris  that  there  has  been  a  rush  in  France  to  stock 
the  substance  because  of  the  rumour  that  it  has  protective 
qualities  against  atomic  radiation.  It  is  perhaps  surprising 
that  a  commodity  of  the  ubiquity  of  sodium  chloride  should 
have  been  the  subject  of  so  little  research.  That  neglect 
is  remedied,  or  may  be  remedied  to  some  extent,  by  an 
article  by  Dr.  Hans  Kaunitz  (department  of  pathology. 
Columbia  University,  New  York)  in  Nature  dated  Novem- 
ber 24.  Dr.  Kaunitz  suggests  that  an  unprejudiced  discus- 
sion of  the  question  of  whether  or  not  one  should  use  salt 
seems  desirable.  He  prefaced  his  remarks,  however,  with 
the  statement  that  undeniable  facts,  which  should  form  the 
basis  of  the  discussion,  are  indeed  scarce.  His  conclusion 
is  that  there  is  no  question  but  that  the  basis  is  sound  for 
the  prescribing  of  low  salt  diets  in  many  diseases,  particu- 
larly those  involving  the  circulatory  system.  For  normal 
people  recommendations  are  more  difficult.  It  is  true,  he 
says,  that  the  chemistry  of  the  body  does  not  require  the 
addition  of  salt  to  food.  The  physician,  however,  is  not 
primarily  interested  in  the  mere  metabolic  processes  but  in 
the  general  welfare  of  his  patients  and  he  should  consider 
that  the  quickened  pace  of  a  more  complicated  society 
demands  persons  with  a  heightened  responsiveness.  Salt,  he 
suggests,  may  help  to  produce  that  stimulant  effect.

The 
toast  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Macdonald  and  Mr. 
Hinchliffe  responded. 

WATFORD  AND  ST.  ALBANS 

Echoes  of  Jacob  Bell 

Jacob  Bell's  association  with  St.  Albans 
as  its  Member  of  Parliament  was  re- 
called by  Mrs.  P.  Hughes  when,  as 
chairman,  she  proposed  the  toast  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  third 
annual  dinner  of  the  Watford  and  St. 
Albans  Branch  on  November  20.  After 
the  Society  had  become  well  established 
as  a  result  of  the  famous  series  of  meet- 
ings at  the  Crown  &  Anchor  tavern,  the 
next  step  was  to  promote  a  Parliamen- 
tary Bill  in  furtherance  of  the  Society's 
aims.  There  being  no  Member  of  Par- 
liament capable  of  piloting  the  measure 
through  to  success  Jacob  Bell  decided 
to  seek  election.  A  vacancy  occurring 
at  St.  Albans  in  1850,  he  was  adopted  as 


Liberal  candidate  and  returned  with  a 
big  majority.  The  result  was  challenged 
by  persons  who  alleged  bribery  on  the 
part  of  Bell's  agent,  and  an  inquiry  was 
held.  As  a  result,  Bell  was  exonerated 
and  confirmed  in  his  holding  of  the  seat 
but  the  agent  was  found  guilty  and  the 
borough  disfranchised.  The  Member 
went  on  to  carry  the  Bill  successfully 
through  the  House  and  to  continue  un- 
ceasingly his  work  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Society, 
said  Mrs.  Hughes,  had  expanded  since 
those  days  but  its  functions  remained 
the  same.  Its  present  financial  position 
was  "  rosy  but  not  in  the  red." 

Professor  A.  D.  MacDonald  (a 
member  of  Council)  responded  on  the 
Society's  behalf.  Membership  of  the 
Society  was,  he  said,  one  of  his  "  decor- 
ations "  even  if  it  was  honoris  causa. 
As  a  member  of  Council  he  could  re- 
veal that  a  great  deal  of  attention  was 
paid  by  it  to  the  views  of  Branches. 
But  the  Society  was  dependent  on  the 
weakest  of  its  members.  All  had  an 
important  part  to  play  and  one  of  the 
greatest  current  problems  was  apathy. 
For  that  there  was  "  no  prescription  but 


conscience "'  on  the  part  of  members. 

The  remaining  toast,  "  The  Guests," 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  K.  Jenkins 
(Branch  vice-chairman),  who  welcomed, 
among  other  guests,  members  of  the 
medical  and  dental  professions.  In  one 
respect  (attendance  at  meetings)  phar- 
macists were,  he  claimed,  1  per  cent, 
better  than  the  doctors  and  2  per  cent, 
better  than  the  dentists. 

Touch  and  Go? 

The  Mayor  (the  Earl  of  Verulam), 
who  responded,  went  back  to  Jacob 
Bell's  election  to  Parliament.  St.  Albans 
at  that  time,  he  said,  was  a  "  pocket  " 
or  "  rotten  "  borough.  It  was  almost  on 
the  cards,  in  view  of  what  had  been 
said,  that,  had  it  not  been,  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852,  might  never  have  reached 
the  Statute  Book. 

The  dinner  was  held  in  the  Waterend 
barn,  a  sixteenth-century  structure  re- 
erected  in  St.  Albans  after  transfer  from 
Waterend  House,  nr.  Wheathampstead. 
It  was  a  distinguished  setting  for  the 
dinner,  made  more  stately  by  lighted 
candles  on  silver  candlesticks.  It  was 
an  admirable  setting,  too,  for  the  dance 
that  followed,  at  which  Mr.  C.  E. 
Argent  'vas  M.C.

Naming  the  Product 


Pharmacy's  Prospects 

Sir, — Some  recent  headlines  ("  In- 
creased Fees  for  N.H.S.  Dispensing  "; 
"  Higher  Salaries  for  Pharmacy  Staffs  "; 
"  Increase  in  N.H.S.  Dispensing  Fees  ") 
make  interesting  reading  and  bring 
pharmacy  into  the  news.  But  whilst  we 
quibble  over  halfpennies,  doctors' 
allowances  are  doubled  (on  the  original 
scheme).  Dentists  and  opticians  have 
grown  rich  from  their  N.H.S.  cheques. 
Meantime  small  rural  chemists,  who 
subsidise  their  N.H.S.  dispensing  and 
give  a  twelve-hour  service  daily,  wait 
and  wait  for  months  for  settlement.  If 
they  do  not  save  themselves  by  becom- 
ing the  village  post-office-cum-library- 
cum-stores  they  have  to  struggle  to  re- 
main solvent  as  pharmacists.  The 
majority  of  chemists  are  shockingly 
under-paid  and  over-worked  by  today's 
standards. 

Old  Timer 

The  New  Shilling 

Sir, — The  new  shilling-per-item  levy 
will  do  good.  It  will  bring  common- 
sense  into  the  National  Health  Service. 
Millions  of  money  have  been  wasted 
on  dressings  alone,  and  on  bottles.  The 
bottle  costs  could  be  saved  by  "  mul- 
tiple pack  "  and  by  charging  for  con- 
tainers. The  trouble  is  caused  by  10  per 
cent  only  of  the  population;  90  per 
cent,  rarely  trouble  the  doctors  and  will 
not  argue  about  the  shilling.  My  sug- 
gestion is  to  divide  the  second  and  sub- 
sequent shillings  into  two  sixpences, 
thus: — One  item.  Is.;  two  items,  Is.  6d.; 
three  items  2s.;  and  so  on,  with  a 
limit  on  the  total  cost  of  each  prescrip- 
tion. The  Chancellor  is  trying  to  com- 
plete his  £1  million  economy.  Next 
April  he  will  want  £5  millions  sterling 
economy. 

Dinna  Thee  Forget  It 


Sir,  —  With  reference  to  Xrayser's 
Topical  Reflections  in  your  edition  of 
November  24  (p.  567),  you  may  be 
interested  to  know  of  a  method  for 
obtaining  proprietary  names  used  by 
one  of  the  largest  German  pharmaceuti- 
cal speciality  manufacturers  before  the 
war.  Around  the  offices  and  laboratories 
were  placed  "  suggestion  boxes "  into 
which  members  of  the  staff  were  invited 
to  put  slips  of  paper  with  words  on  them 
which  they  considered  might  be  used  to 
name  pharmaceutical  specialities.  Those 
slips  were  collated,  and  whenever  a 
name  for  a  new  speciality  was  required 
they  were  gone  through  to  see  if  the 
collection  contained  one  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  The  originator  of  any  name 
thus  used  was  paid  a  cash  prize  for  hav- 
ing provided  it.

London,  December  5 :  Interest  in  the  Crude  Drug  and  Essential 
Oil  markets  has  been  chiefly  confined  to  items  in  short  supply.  Chinese 
Menthol  is  almost  unobtainable  on  the  spot  and  there  were  no  forward 
offers  except  by  second-hand  sellers.  Jamaican  Ginger  rose  by  10s.  a  cwt. 
for  shipment,  whilst  spot  material  was  so  short  that  holders  were  asking 
upwards  of  750s.  per  cwt.  against  625s. -650s.  in  the  previous  week  for  No. 
3  grade. 

Whole  selected  Cassia  bark  con- 
tinued scarce  and  the  spot  value  ad- 
vanced to  120s.  a  cwt.,  in  bond,  repre- 
senting a  rise  of  20s.  on  the  week.  The 
various  kinds  of  Pepper  were  dearer  in 
sympathy  with  Singapore.  Nutmegs 
lost  some  of  their  firmness,  the  high 
prices  quoted  in  the  previous  week 
bringing  more  holders  on  to  the  mar- 
ket with  offers.  Despite  the  present 
difficulty  of  getting  Ergot  from  Hun- 
gary and  Eastern  Europe,  Portuguese 
shippers  have  been  showing  more  in- 
clination to  sell,  the  prices  quoted  being 
around  6s.  per  lb.  c.  and  f.  With  new- 
crop  Buchu  just  a  few  months  away, 
there  were  signs  that  some  holders  were 
anxious  to  dispose  of  their  stocks.  Gum 
acacia  was  marked  up  by  5s.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot.  There  was  some  easing 
in  the  price  of  Turmeric  for  shipment 
although  spot  prices  remained  steady. 
Among  Essential  Oils,  Lime  con- 
tinued its  firm  tone.  Bergamot  prices 
have  been  withdrawn  by  some  suppliers 
because  of  the  short  supply  position  on 
the  spot  and  at  origin.  New  crop  prices 
which  are  awaited  are  expected  to  be  a 
little  dearer  because  there  is  no  carry 
forward  against  one  of  80  tons  last 
year.  Bitter  orange  is  similarly  placed 
whilst  various  grades  of  Lemon  were 
about  2s.  per  lb.  up. 

British  Almond  oil  is  offered  at 
prices  under  those  of  the  imported. 
Castor  oil  was  again  nominal. 

Zinc  oxide,  B.P.,  was  increased  by

The  seasonal  pesticide  /?-dichloroben- 
zene  was  reduced  2\  cents  to  a  new 
rate  of  12  cents  per  lb.,  f.o.b.  works, 
from  14^  cents,  delivered.  Potassium 
permanganate  u.s.p.,  was  raised  two 
cents  to  29|  cents  a  lb.  and  the  techni- 
cal grade  a  cent  and  a  half  to  26  cents. 
Lower  per  lb.  were  Brazilian  Menthol 
at  $6  25,  down  25  cents,  and  imported 
Thymol  at  $2-25,  down  10  cents.  Cham- 
omile flowers  remain  scarce  and  50 
cents  higher  for  spot  at  $2' 50  a  lb. 
With  activity  fairly  good,  Essential 
Oils  were  firm.  Higher  per  lb.  were 
Ginger  at  $2000 -(up  SI);  Chenopo- 
dium,  at  $4-50  (15  cents);  Distilled 
lime,  at  $4  75  (25  cents);  Nutmeg, 
$13  00  (50  cents);  and  Celery,  $13-50 
(75  cents). 
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BRAZILIAN  CHEMICAL  INDUSTRY 

Expansion  of  capital  investments 


AN  analysis  of  the  1955  balance  sheets 
of  129  firms  engaged  in  the  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  industries  appears 
in  the  October  Bulletin  of  the  Brazilian 
Institute  of  Economy.  The  capital  in- 
vested in  those  companies  in  1955  re- 
presented 42  8  per  cent,  of  the  com- 
bined total  of  all  concerns  operating  in 
the  said  branches. 

The  amount  invested  per  firm 
averaged  47  6  million  cruzeiros  (£952,000 
at  the  official  rate  of  exchange)  in  the 
oils  and  fats  sector,  31T  millions  in 
pharmaceuticals,  and  21  millions  in 
perfumery.  Compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding years  the  total  investment  in 
the  129  companies  under  review  in- 
creased by  39  per  cent,  to  8,172  mil- 
lion cruzeiros  in  1955,  including  the  re- 
investment of  profits  and  the  balance 
from  outside  sources  (bank  and  other 
credits).  If  the  contribution  from 
"  outside  sources  "  is  excluded,  leaving 
only  new  capital  issues  and  re-invest- 
ments, the  percentage  increase  between 
1954-55  in  perfumery  was  86,  and  in 
pharmaceuticals  66. 

Increased  Profits 

The  total  profits  in  the  chemical- 
pharmaceutical  group  increased  by 
10; 3  per  cent,  in  1954-55  to  reach  556 
million  cruzeiros,  but  the  percentage 
on  paid-up  capital  dropped  from  23  5 
to  20  6.  Profits  in  the  perfumery  and 
pharmaceutical  branches  increased  by 
37-5  and  26  per  cent,  in  1955  to  44 


and  25  4  per  cent,  on  paid-up  capital: 
72  7  and  62  5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
profits  were  re-invested  in  those 
branches  and  dividends  on  registered 
capital  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  7  and 
7'4  per  cent. 

A.  Merck  &  Co.  have  announced  the 
forthcoming  installation  of  a  new 
laboratory  at  Campinas,  Sao  Paulo,  to 
produce  vitamins  and  other  chemical 
products.  Early  in  1957  Lederle  do 
Brasil  will  start  manufacturing  their 
specialities  in  the  laboratory  now  build- 
ing at  Rezende,  State  of  Rio.  Four 
new  firms,  Quimica  Basica,  Fabrica 
Nacional  de  Alcalis,  Nitro-Quimica 
and  Fongra,  will  begin  producing 
caustic  soda  in  1957,  raising  annual 
production  from  32,700  tons  to  74,000. 
Local  market  requirements  are  estima- 
ted at  between  110,000  and  130,000 
tons  annually.  The  Montecatini  and 
Hoecht-Grace  groups  are  associated 
with  Quimica  Basica  and  Fongra,  re- 
spectively. Brazil  imported  69,469  tons 
of  caustic  soda  in  1955  at  a  total  cost 
of  U.S.  $7  4  millions.  The  principal 
suppliers  were  the  United  States.  18,828 
tons,  France,  16,584,  and  Italy,  9.759. 

Developing  Exports 

In  order  to  develop  an  export  market 
the  Brazilian  pharmaceutical  industry 
is  posting  samples  of  manufactured 
products  in  half-pound  packages  to 
countries  in  Africa  and  Asia  and  in 
half-kilo  packets  to  U.SA.  and  Europe. 


GLYCERIN  IN  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 

Plans  to  increase  its  usage 


WITH  the  aim  of  putting  the  supply 
of  glycerin  on  a  stable  basis,  the 
United  Kingdom  Glycerine  Producers 
Association  is  formulating  plans  to 
bring  the  potentialities  and  advantages 
of  glycerin,  and  those  of  its  derivatives, 
to  the  notice  of  users  and  potential 
users. 

New  Bulletin 

One  way  in  which  it  hopes  to  do 
that  is  by  publishing  in  January  1957 
the  first  of  a  series  of  Glycerine  Facts 
bulletins  which  will  include  data  on 
new  developments,  patents  and  research 
throughout  the  world.  The  chairman 
of  the  Association  (Mr.  R.  E.  Huffam) 
said  at  a  meeting  in  London  recently 
that,  so  long  as  glycerin  was  in  short 
supply,  the  Association  had  not  pub- 
licised developments  in  its  use.  A  state 
of  abundance  having  been  reached,  that 
policy  had  been  reviewed.  Current 
annual  production  was  now  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  150  million  lb.  Be- 
tween the  two  world  wars,  glycerin  was 
frequently  in  over-supply  and,  at  in- 
tervals, had  to  be  run  to  waste  because 
its  value  would  not  pay  for  its  re- 
covery. The  Association  wished  to  pre- 
vent a  recurrence  of  such  a  situation. 

Delay  in  getting  back  to  normal  sup- 
plies after  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945 
had  been  due  to  the  rapid  expansion  of 
two  new  industries :  transparent  paper: 
and  paint  resins.  Those  industries  had 
become  large  consumers.  The  supply 
of  natural  glycerin  had  failed  to  rise 
at  the  same  rate  as  the  general  indus- 
trial output  because  of  the  increasing 


use  of  soapless  detergents,  which  do 
not  produce  glycerin  as  a  by-product. 
The  shortage  of  glycerin  and  the  high 
price  it  realised,  particularly  in 
America,  had  led  to  the  development 
of  plants  for  the  manufacture  of  syn- 
thetic glycerin,  starting  from  petroleum 
gases.  A  similar  plant  was  being  built 
in  Holland  (C.  &  D..  October  15.  1955, 
p.  447).  British  glycerin  was  obtained 
solely  from  the  splitting  of  fats  and 
oils. 

Role  in  Ceil  Preservation 

One  of  the  most  recent  applications 
of  glycerin  is  described  by  Parkes 
(Sci.  Ainer.,  June  1956),  who  states  that 
in  the  preservation  of  living  cells  by 
slow  freezing,  glycerin  limits  the  degree 
of  cell  dehydration  by  reducing  the 
amount  of  ice  formed  during  the  freez- 
ing process.  That  prevents  the  build- 
up of  a  lethal  concentration  of  electro- 
lytes from  dehydration  (the  principal 
cause  of  cell  injury  in  slow  freezing). 
Glycerin  has  proved  its  value  in  many 
preservation  applications  because  it  is 
an  efficient  binder  of  water  (which  per- 
meates cell  membranes)  and  is  non- 
toxic to  the  cells  in  the  concentrations 
usually  needed  to  protect  against 
freezing.  The  author  concludes  that, 
as  a  preservation  method  in  biological 
work,  slow  freezing  with  glycerin 
(where  it  is  possible)  is  probably  more 
practicable  than  rapid  freezing.  He 
hints  that  combination  of  the  two  tech- 
niques may  extend  the  usefulness  of 
both  to  applications  beyond  the  range 
of  either. 


ZANZIBAR  CLOVES 

Growers'  quarterly  review 

The  market  review  of  the  Zanzibar 
Clove  Growers'  Association  for  the 
quarter  ended  September  30  states  that 
a  total  of  7,003,105  lb.  (200,088  frasilas) 
passed  through  the  central  market  and 
the  Association's  depots  in  Zanzibar 
and  Pemba,  during  the  quarter,  the 
greater  part  (5,136,394  lb.)  coming  from 
Pemba.  The  average  price  for  cloves 
during  the  quarter  under  review  was 
Shs.  200  49  per  100  lb.  ex  duty.  Indon- 
esia took  2.912,0001b.  or  5647  percent, 
of  the  cloves  exported,  India,  1,559,828 
lb.  (3025  per  cent.)  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  113,680  lb.  (2' 20  per  cent.). 
The  export  duty  on  cloves  was  un- 
changed at  Shs.  64  per  100  lb.  during  the 
quarter  under  review.  From  October  1 
duty  at  Shs.  59  per  100  lb.  was  payable. 

Clove  stem  oil  totalling  63,877  lb. 
was  shipped  to  various  destinations 
during  the  quarter:  the  United  King- 
dom taking  32,160  lb. 

MEDICINES  IN  ISRAEL 

Overseas  and  home  trade 

Although  Canada's  share  of  the  Israeli 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  market 
more  than  doubled  in  1955  compared 
with  1954,  Canadian  producers  have 
only  scratched  the  surface  of  that 
rapidly  growing  market  according  to 
the  author  of  an  article  in  the  Canadian 
publication  Foreign  Trade,  November 
10,  p.  22.  The  scarcity  of  foreign  ex- 
change and  established  pattern  of  trade 
has  led  Israel  to  purchase  her  main 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  require- 
ments from  West  Germany  under  war 
reparations  financing,  from  the  United 
States  with  I.C.A.  funds  and  from 
France.  Belgium  and  Holland  under 
trade  agreements,  the  author  states. 

Development  of  the  domestic  chemi- 
cal and  pharmaceutical  industry  has 
made  considerable  progress  and  already 
Israeli  plants  are  doing  some  export 
trade.  In  1955  sales  abroad  of  chemi- 
cals, fertilisers  and  pharmaceuticals 
reached  $2  9  millions.  Acids  led  those 
sales  with  a  value  of  I  £L4  millions 
followed  by  drugs  (I  £937,000);  colours, 
colour  materials  and  lacquers 
(I  £536,000)  and  penicillin  (I  £506.000). 
The  main  buyers  were  Greece,  Rumania 
and  Turkey  for  penicillin  and  Greece, 
Turkey.  Jugo-Slavia  and  Rumania  for 
drugs  and  medicines  and  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Turkey  for  essential  oils. 
Trade  with  the  majority  of  those  coun- 
tries was  conducted  under  bilateral 
clearing  arrangements.  Well  over  100 
different  types  of  basic  chemicals  and 
bulk  pharmaceuticals  entered  the  Israeli 
market  during  1955.  Among  the  more 
important  imports  were  the  following 
(values  in  I  £'000) : — Citric  acid  (215): 
glycerin  (208):  acetic  acid  (123);  insecti- 
cides (1,101);  proprietary  drugs  and 
medicines  (1,975);  unclassified  drugs 
(1.982);  streptomycin  (455):  tetracycline 
(239);  aureomycin  (232).  [I  £5-04  =  £1 
sterling.] 

United  Kingdom  exports  to  Israel  of 
chemicals  included  under  class  D.  divi- 
sion 1  of  the  Trade  and  Navigation 
Accounts  in  1955  were  valued  at 
£1,049,467  against  £710.323  in  1954.  The 
value  of  drugs  and  medicines  is  not 
defined.
